WESTERN USE OF RELIGION AGAINST USSR CRITICIZED 
Moscow NAUKA I RELIGIYA in Russian No 10, Oct 82 pp 38-39 
[Article by V. Makhin: "Acute Problems at the ‘Round Table'"] 


[Text] The elimination of the system of exploitation on one-sixth of the earth x 
as a result of the chief event of the 20th century--the victory of October,--and 
then the formation of the world socialist system and the collapse of the colonial-- 
these are the basic landmarks in the continual deepening and expansion of the 
general crisis of capitalism. Moreover, in our day this crisis is no longer 
undermining only the economic foundations of bourgeois society, it has cast 
itself over to its superstructure and is "striking against the institutions 

of authority and the bourgeois political parties, and l.wosening elementary 

moral norms. Corruption is becoming increasingly open, even in the highest 
levels of the state machine. The decline of spiritual culture continues, and 
crime grows."'! Today, when no one is any longer capable of stopping the vic- 
torious march of the ideas of socialism and when the ideologists of imperialism 
are unable to oppose any constructive alternative to them, no integrated and, 
especially, scientific ideology which is capable of competing with Marxism- 
Leninism, anti-communism, including in its religious variant, is becoming im- 
perialism's chief ideological and political weapon. And there is no reason 

to be surprised about this. For today religion is one of the integral and, 
moreover, most accessible even for the relatively illiterate person, ways of 
understanding the world of all of the unscientific conceptions which are a-cepted 
in the bourgeois world. In addition, when the Western strategists of the 
psychological war manipulate faith in God, they are wagering on the circums 

that in socialist society religion is the only one of the unscientific ide»! es 
which exists openly and which as a result of this can be opposed to the comm..::'s! 
worldview which is dominant among us. In this way our enemies are hoping, 

on the one hand, to gradually squeeze it out of the consciousness of people 

with weak convictions, and, on the other, to put religious views in the spiro! 
emptiness which, unfortunately, we still have frequent occasion to come up 
against. 


And this is one of those dangers about which V. I. Lenin warned in his work 
"What Is To Be Done?" ". . . bourgeois ideology," he wrote, “is in its origin 
much older than socialist ideology. . . it has been developed more comprehen- 
sively. . . and possesses immeasurably more means of dissemination. .. . The 
more energetic for this reason must be the struggle against ali attempts to 








strengthen non-socialist ideology. . . 2 Religion is one of these non-socialist 
doctrines. 


In the Accountability Report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th Party 
Congress it was emphasized that in our day there is a “marked exacerbation 

of the ideological struggle. For the West it does not amount to an opposition 
to ideas. It puts an entire system of means into action which are designed 

to undermine the socialist world, to make it triable. “ihe ifiperiaiists and 
their accomplices are systematically carrying out hostile campaigns against 

the socialist countries. They are blackening and distorting everything that 
occurs in these countries. For them the most important thing is to make people 
feel a repulsion to socialism. Recent events confirm again and again that 

our class enemies .. . are acting against the socialist countries with increasing 
sophistication and treachery." 


It is characteristic here that the Western strategists of psychological warfare 
are increasingly wagering today on clerical anti-communism. While opposing 

to the “godless communist way" illusory religious variants for solving the 
burning problems of the day, the ideological diversionists, acting under "pious" 
camouflage, announce religionand the church to be the preservers of national 
originality, independence, and culture, while Marxist atheism is called "anti- 
humane and anti-cultural" (as was asserted, for example, in May 1982 in the 
"religious" broadcasts of Western radio stations which got the slanders from 

the self-styled "Chronicle of the Catholic Church of Lithuania"). Under the 
false pretext of "defending the faith" clerical anti-communism criticizes social- 
ist democracy and maliciously distorts the real position of the church and 

of believers in the USSR and the other fraternal countries. 


As was emphasized in the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee "On a Further 
Improvement of Ideological and Political Educational Work," all of the workers 
of the ideological front have to give a punctual and decisive rebuff to attempts 
to smuggle into socialist society reactionary views which are alien to the 
advanced ideals and practice of communist construction, under no matter what 
kind of "neutral" camouflage they are presented. 


All of this demands an improvement of ideological content and an expansion 

of counter-propaganda, and also an improvement of the training of lecturers 
who specialize in this field In particular, the accomplishment of this task 
is also supposed to be helped by the "Round Table" "Religion and the Struggle 
of Ideas in the Modern World" whose first meetingtook place in June of this 
year in the Central Lecture Hall of the All-Union "Znaniye" Society. It was 
organized by the board of the RSFSR "Znaniye"' Society and was chaired by the 
Doctor of Philosophical Sciences S. I. Nikishov who is head of the Scientific 
Methods Council on the Propaganda of Scientific Atheism. 


The problems which have been brought up for discussion at the "Rcund Table," 
S. Ll. Nikishov said, were defined on the basis of an analysis and generalization 
of the most typical questions which listeners ask lecturers who speak on scien- 
tific atheism topics. In view of the fact that in using religion for their 








anti-communist ends, our opponents make practically all of the aspects of real 
socialism the target for their ideological diversions, it was decided to enlist 
in the work of the "Round Table" not only propagandists of scientific atheism, 
but also lecturers who specialize in the popularization of Marxist-Leninist 
philosophy, scientific communism, pedagogics, and international problems. 


The scholars who spoke at the meeting of the “Round Table," particularly 


Corresponding Member of the USSR Academy of Sciences I. R. Grigulevich, analyzed ~ 





a number of special characteristics which are impelling our ideological oppo- 
nents to assign an ever more important role to religion in their psychological 
warfare against the socialist world. It is not an accident, I. R. Grigulevich 
noted in this connection, that a special department “for work among the clergy" 
which contains several hundred associates has been created in the United States 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


It is quite natural, therefore, that the meeting's participants devoted a large 
amount of attention to an analysis of the directions in which religion is being 
used today for reactionary political ends. The Western psychological warfare 
strategists are placing considerable hopes here on extremists who exist among 
the adherents of the different churches. The character and essence of extremism 
in sectarian associations was discussed by the Deputy Director of the Institute 
of Scientific Atheism of the Academy of Social Sciences at the CPSU Central 
Committee, the Candidate in Philosophical Sciences E. G. Filimonov. He took 
note, above all, of the non-acceptance and violation by religious extremists 

of the Soviet laws on religious cults which is being provoked by Western pro- 
paganda, and the dissemination by these extremists of all kinds of inventions 
about an imaginary trampling upon the rights of believers and upon freedom 

of conscience in our country. 


Making wide use of religion in the psychological warfare against the socialist 
world, the imperialist special services also take account of the factor of 

the dominance there of one or another confession. And since among our believing 
co-citizens Orthodoxy is historically still predominant, observed the Head 

of the Department of Scientific Atheism, Ethics, and Aesthetics of the Ler ingrad 
Pedagogical Institute imeni A. I. Gertsen, Doctor of Philosophical Sciences, 
Professor N. S. Gordiyenko, there is no need to be surprised by the efforts 
which are being made today on the other side of the ocean in order to breathe 
life into political corpses who speak in the name of the already moribund so 
called “Russian Orthodox Church Abroad" (Karlovatskaya).? 


Speculating on the love and the interest which Soviet people show for the his' 
of their homeland, emigrant Orthodox clergymen, continued N. S. Gordiyenko, 
have attempted to gain political capital even from the 600th anniversary of 
the Battle of Kulikovo, saying that our people was allegedly obliged for this 
great victory. . . to the church.© This religious-political grouping is 
connecting even more far-reaching plans with the "1000th anniversary of the 
christening of Rus'"; that is, with the church enniversary of the adoption 

of Christianity from Byzantium by the Kiev Prince Vladimir (988) which is pre- 
sented by the "Russian Orthodox Church Abroad" as being no less than epoch- 














making for the destiny of the Russian, Ukrainian, and Belorussian peoples. 
And from this appraisal the anti-historical conclusion is drawn that Russia 
is allegedly obliged for its entire glorious past to "Orthodoxy and the 
Autocracy"! 


Significant in this sense, N. S. Gordiyenko said in conclusion, is the noisy 
anti-Soviet campaign which has been accompanied by-the-canonization of the 

last Russian Tsar Nicholas II who was cailé@ th€® Bioody by the people. Of 
course, this self-styled canonization cf the executioner of the workers which 
was fabricated and carried out by the Karlovatskaya religious-political group 
in the fall of last year in New York has been recognized neither by the Russian 
Orthodox Church which is led by the Moscow Patriarchate, nor by the remaining 
autocephalous Orthodox churches which represent the religious interests of 

the vast majority of the Orthodox believers of our planet. 


Doctor of Historical Sciences G. M. Kerimov, a senior scientific associate 

at the Institute of Scientific Atheism, established in his report that recently 
Islam has been assigned an increasingly conspicuous role in the reactionary 
political actions of imperialism and neo-colonialism. The scientific criterion 
for evaluating the political role of both the progressive, anti-imperialist 

and the reactionary, pro-imperialist forces which act under the flag of Islam 
is the analysis of these movements in the Accountability Report of the CPSU 
Central Committee to the 26th Party Congress. "The important thing is," it 

was noted in it, "what ends are being pursued by the forces which proclaim 
various slogans. A liberation struggle can unfold under the banner of Islam. 


This is witnessed by the experience of history, including the most recent history. 


But it also tells us that reaction which raises counter-revolutionary mutinies 
also operates with Islamic slogans. pcm coghe \y it is all a matter of what 
the real content is of one or another movement." 


If we wish to speak about the use of Islam for reactionary, pro-imperialist, 

and anti-communist purposes, G. M. Kerimov continued, this is being done today 
not only by imperialism and its propaganda centers, but also by certain conserva- 
tive forces in the Moslem world itself. Growing rich on Near Eastern petroleum 
and possessing colossal surpluses of petro-dollars, these forces are investing 
these dollars not only in Western banks, but also in subsidizing the activities 
of a number of reactionary international organizations, beginning with "The 

World Islamic League" which was founded in Saudi Arabia and ending with the 
"Moslem Brotherhood." 


It is also noteworthy, G. M. Kerimov concluded his report, that these and other 
reactionary Islamic organizations are heterogeneous in their composition: 

they have in them representatives of both the Suni and the Shiite brands, as 

well as representatives of other currents of this world religion. All of them 
have been united on a platform of anti-communism and Pan-Islamism, having decided 
to forego their disagreements on issues of dogma. 


It was also pointed out at the meeting of the "Round Table" that although reli- 
gion is being used today in the psychological warfare chiefly against the world 
of real socialism, this does not mean that the ruling classes of bourgeois 








suciety have ceased to use it with anti-communist purposes for, so to speak, 
domestic consumption. Analyzing, in particular, the “boom''_of "new" non-tradi- 
tional cults which broke out in the United States in the 1970's in the environ- 
ment of the most destructive economic crisis since the “Great Depression" of 
the 1930's, supplemented by a crisis of the entire superstructure of bourgeois 
society, the Senior Scientific Associate of the Institute cf Scientific Atheism 
Yu. TD. Deshchtk observed that some of these "cults"!© have been inspired by _ 
American ruling ng circles. The latter assign them the role of a iightning-rod 
which has the task of defusing the ferment among the youth which threatens 

an explosion of social protest and directing it into a mystical-reactionary 
channel which is safe for the powerful of this world. A vivid example of t is 
kind of "domestic" anti-communism, Yu. B. Pishchik added, can be found in the 
"Unification Church" which was founded in the United States by the South Korean 
weapons manufacturer Sun Myung Moon who has succeeded in drawing into its ranks 
tens of thousands of young people, chiefly the products of the white "middle 
class" who have been disillusioned with the traditional, including religious, 
values of the “consumer society." 





The Candidate in Philosophical Sciences A. V. Nurullayev, a department chief 

at the Council for Religious Affairs at the USSR Council of Ministers, gave 

an account at the "Round Table" of the Leninist principles of realizing freedom 
of conscience in our country. This historic gain of socialism is recognized 

by foreign religious leaders of diverse political orientations who visit the 
Soviet Union every year. Strict compliance with the principles of freedom 

of conscience in the USSR was also testified to by many delegates at the World 
Conference of "World Religious Leaders Against a Nuclear Catastrophe" (Moscow, 
10-14 May 1982) who arrived from 90 countries at the invitation of Patriarcl: 
Pimen. 


Among them was the prominent Baptist preacher from the United States Billy 
Graham, who is known for his anti-communist views, who had come as an observer. 
Replying to the questions of correspondents, this American clergyman emphasized 
that there was complete freedom of conscience in the Soviet Union, a fact about 
which he, Graham, had had the opportunity to convince himself after visit’ iz 
several of the most diverse temples and religious communities. But in a num): 
of non-communist countries, particularly in England and Japan, the preacher 
observed, this freedom is greatly restricted. In general, he added, freedor 
for religious manifestations cannot be unlimited and there is no country wh« 

it is not regulated by law. In this connection he admitted that at home, ir 
the United States, he himself had frequently had to call the police to remo 
some hooligan young Baptists from a church who frequently distrubed the serv. 
or interrupted his sermons. 


As known, A. V. Nurullayev concluded his report, while in Moscow Billy Graham 
spoke in the prayer house of the VSEKHB [expansion unknown] and in the Orthodo» 
Yelokhovskiy Cathedral. And in both temples he spoke abovt the fact that no 
matter where believers live, it is their duty to God to comply strictly with 
state laws, including those on religious cults. In confirmation of his words, 
the American preacher referred to the New Testament epistle by the apostle 








Ree 
Paul to the Romans where it is said: “Every soul be obedient to the supreme 
, authorities, tor there is no authority that is notfrom God; the existing 
° eS norities have been established from God" (Chapter i3, Article 1). 


‘The publications on the problems under discussion which have appeared in the 
journal NAUKA I RELIGIYA were described by its chief editor, the Candidate 

in Philosophical Sciences A. S. Ivanov. This year alone the journal placed 
around a dozen counter-propaganda items of material. They included the articles 
by Kh. Ismailcv “In the General Course of Anti-Communists" and N. Gordiyenko 
"Pining Away For Tsar and Hetman" (No 1), A. Kostrov "A Check For One Hundred 
Dollars" (No 5), A. Belov "Clerical Anti-Communism" and V. Konik "Operation 
Bible" (No 6), A. Germanovich, L. Medvedko "Renaissance of Islam" or "The 
Awakening of the People"? {No 7) and others. Before the end of the year we 

will publish several additional items of material of this kind in which, in 
particular, there is an unmasking of clerical-anti-communist falsifications 
which crudely distort the solution of the nationalities question in the USSR. 

A large amount of attention, A. S. Ivanov noted, is also being devoted by our 
editors to criticizing the ideological diversions which are attempting to smear 
the policy of the CPSU and the Soviet state with respect to rvligion, the church, 
and celievers. In recent years the journal has published a large number of 
fundamental theoretical and journalistic works which convincingly show how 

the general democratic principles of freedom of conscience were realized in 

fact and in their complete fullness for the first time in world history in 

our country. 


Doctor of Philosophical Sciences E. I. Lisavtsev, a consultant to the Propaganda 
Section of the CPSU Central Committee, who spoke at the conclusion of the “Round 
lable" noted that although our press, in particular the journal NAUKA I RELIGIYA, 
has begun to be more active and aggressive in rebuffing the ideological diversions 
which are being carried out under religious camouflage, this cannot be said 

about the lecture propaganda which is conducted by the organizations of the 
"Znaniye" Society. In this connection, he recalled the passage from the Decree 
of the CPSU Central Committee "On a Further Improvement of Ideological and 
Political Educational Work" where it is stated that our propagandists, agitators, 
and political information workers do not always give the necessary consideration 
to the character of the sharply exacerbated ideological struggle on the inter- 
national arena. Far from all of our lecturers who reveal the use of religion 
in the arsenal of anti-communism coordinate their speeches with the increased 
level of information and training of today's audience. E. I. Lisavtsev concluded 
that it was essential to seriously undertake an improvement of the qualifications 
of propaganda cadres. The present "Round Table" which it would be useful to 

make permanent is making a definite contribution to the accomplishment of th, 
urgent task. 


This proposal was accepted.

NEW STUDY OF MODERN KAMPUCHEA PRAISED

[Excerpt] When examining the formation of independent Kampuchea, the authors 

again turn to the analysis of the socioeconomic, ideological and politica) bases 

of Kampuchean society. The ideological and political aims and the socia‘ program 
of the Popular Socialist Community Party of Kampuchea (Sangkum), which was founded 
in the mid-1950's and proclaimed the building in the country of "Khmer Buddhist, 
royal socialism,” are not by chance studied in the work. The criticism of this 
utopian concept, which is given in the work, is very topical, since similar theories 
are also in broad circulation in other countries of Asia and Africa. From the book 
the antiscientificness of che concept of "Khmer socialism," which is based on the 
traditions cf a patriarchal character, Buddhist morals, devotion to the throne and 
other norms of the ancient and medieval history of the country, which were {flavored 
with contemporary bourgeois theories of universal prosperity, becomes obvious. The 
Sangkum ideology, which called society back to the "golden" precolonial times, was, 
of course, refuted by history and the practice of social life and struggle. Kam- 
puchea, which did not shun its national doctrine of socialism, posed for scholars 
the probiem of the valid appraisal of the role and place of historical traditions 
in the life of society and their relationship with general historical trends. The 
posing of such a problem should be grouped with the merits of the work being re- 
viewed. 


During the period of the modern history of Kampuchea, as was already noted, external 
faciors had an enormous influence on its internal situation. In the work being re- 
viewed it is noted that since the late 1960's the center of gravity of the struggle 
in the ruling circles of the country has shifted to the sphere of foreign policy 

(p 211). The 1960's and 1970's were a time of the heroic struggle of the peoples 

of Indochina against the aggression of American imperialism. The Khmer people in 
cooperation with the peoples of Vietnam and Laos defended their national independ- 
ence. At the same time a struggle was being waged between the United States and 
Maoist China for domination in Southeast Asia. In this rivalry a significant role 








was assigned to Kampuchea. Both sides regarded the peopies of Indochina as an ob- 
ject of confrontation and bargaining. At the final stage of the struggle of the 
peoples of Indochina for independence, in the spring of 1975, when the days of Lon 
Nol, the American protege in Kampuchea, were numbered, in Beijing bargaining on 
who was to become the head of the Kampuchean state--N. Sihanouk or Pol Pot--took 
place between American and Chinese representatives with French mediation. The 
faction of the leftists, the “Gang of Four," which at that time was stronger than 
the clan of Zhou Enlai, who was forced to give in, won in the Chinese leadership, 
and Pol Pot, who passed himself off as a spokesman of national interests and in 
fact received investiture in power in Beijing with the agreement of the United 
States, began to rule Kampuchea. 


Under the domination of the Pol Pot regime the most brutal attempt to endure in 
practice not only the model of "national Khmer socialism," but also the Maoist con- 
cept of barrack "communism," which the Pol Pot supporters also attempted to pass 
off as the handiwork of "the national spirit," fell to the lot of the Khmer nation. 
The Maoist experiment in Kampuchea was sheltered behind the historical past and 
traditions, but took from them the most reactionary, most brutual and inhuman 
things and rested on the most backward strata of the population; ignorance and 
primitivism were canonized as a model of a just, truly national social system. 


But this concept, theory and practice of Khmer Maoism were repudiated by the people 
and history. In January 1979 the Kampuchean people with the support of the frater- 
nal peoples of Vietnam and Laos overthrew the bloody regime of tyranny and embarked 
on the path of the building of socialism, guided by the only true theory of social 
development--Marxism-Leninism. 


The history of the Khmer is the most abundant materiai for the study of not only 
the past and present of Kampuchea, but also the difficult path of the search for 

a choice, sharp conflicts, clashes, with which the modern history of the peoples 
of the east abounds. The turn to historical heritage makes it possible to under- 
stand better the effect of the laws of social development and to outline the mei: 
of further progress in the case of the critical interpretation of past events. 

this lies the life-asserting importance of the historical experience of the Klurer 
people, the importance of the work being reviewed should also be appraised by this.

(Srav- 
nitel'nyy analiz)" [Problems of the Socioeconomic Evolution of the Countries of 
Southeast Asia and Tropical Africa (A Comparative Analysis)] by Z. N. Galich, 
Glavnaya redaktsiya vostochnoy literatury izdatel'stva "Nauka", Moscow, 1981, 

214 pages] 


[Text] The book under review is the result of many years of labor of the author. 
The comparative analysis of the historical fates and economic development of four 
countries of capitalist orientation, which belong to two different regions--South- 
east Asia (the Philippines and Malaysia) and the western coast of Tropical Africa 
(Senegal and the Ivory Coast)--constitutes its content. The differences between 
the countries being compared are differences of not only the regional, but also the 
socioeconomic level: whereas Senegal and the Ivory Coast are at the initial stage 
of the genesis of capitalism, Malaysia and the Philippines are at the stage of its 
maturation. Z. N. Galich realizes the difference of the ecological, economic and 
sociocultural charai..er of the four countries. And still, the question of the 
relative similarity of the fates of these countries and of the possible means of 
analyzing and perceiving this relative similarity is most important for the author. 


The method of comparative historical analysis--a method, in our opinion, which is 
extremely important and productive from the point of view of the science of orien- 
tal studies, a method which makes it possible to identify some comprehensive laws 
and common problems in the development of, it would seem, dissimilar societies--was 
the basis for the study of Z. N. Galich. Its essence in the form, in which it was 
used by the author, consists in the comparison of the countries selected for the 
analysis with respect to the three most important periods, or layers (or, in the 
author's terminology, "strata"), of their history--the precolonial period, the 
colonial period and the period of independent nation-state building. The specific 
material itself, which is being studied by the researcher, suggested to her the 
following method of its analysis and exposition: in the words of the author, each 
of the societies being studied "is as if a combination of three historical ‘strata’ 
or types of social system (the first ‘stratum’ is the historically inherited stereo- 
types of precolonial society--the old, archaic formation; the second ‘stratum’ is 
the different stage versions of bourgeois relations, which arose as a result of the 
bourgeois-colonial transformation; the third ‘stratum’ is the latest structures of 








the politically decolonialized societies, which have adopted the bourgeois-market 
model, but are developing on the basis of a limited formational basis, which is 
based on the synthesis of neotraditional and old bourgeois relations" (p 197). 


Z. N. Galich was able to show that after gaining independence different forms of 
capitalist evolution and a different relationship of the socioeconomic systems, as 
in the past, are characteristic of the states in question. But at the same time 
the identical goals are characteristic of these societies--the overcoming of sccio- 
economic backwardness, the development of productive forces, the reorganization of 
the internal structure of the economy in conformity with the new world market con- 
ditions, with the new social and technological needs. At the same time the socio- 
economic system of each of the countries, although in different ratios, accumu- 
lates and combines all three of the above-indicated strata of its sociohistorical 
evolution. 


The specific nature of the interaction of the different sociohistorical "strata" in 
each of the countries is determined by the specific combination of world, regional and 
national conditions. The elements of the precolonial and colonial socioeconomic 
organizations and the elements of the spiritual and psychological structures of the 
past have not been overcome once and for all: they act in a capricious mixture, an 
interflowing, an interreproduction with extremely modern elements. They have in 
many ways determined the nature of the national liberation movements, the specific 
nature of state building of the last two to three decades, the features of mass 
protest movements and the entire nature of the attempts of the ruling circles of 
these countries to broaden, at times to democratize and thereby to strengthen the 
social base of capitalist development. 


The socioeconomic history of the peoples of developing countries is first of all 
at the center of the interests of Z. N. Galich. But throughout the book she shows 
that a thorough understanding of the history of the productive forces and social 
organization of any Afro-Asian society is impossible, first, outside the analysis 
of its natural and ecological context and, second, outside the analysis of its 
ethnocultural and administrative law history. Therefore the author carefully exa 
ines the most important forms of the precolonial social organizations in the so- 
cieties being studied by her, the socioeconomic rolé of the religious factor (for 
example, the paternalistic tradition of the "Iberian" variant of medieval Catioli- 
cism in the formation of the entire subsequent way of life of Philippine so ity, 
the Muslim brotherhoods of Senegal as a form of reaction of the masses to th. (= 
nomic policy of the mother country and so on), the role of foreign and dome 
migrations precisely as a factor of the socioeconomic evolution of the countr 
being studied by her. Z. N. Galich shows consistently, how the mixing and in: - 
penetration of the different layers of history give rise to a large number o! 
doxes in the life of the countries she is studying, paradoxes, without the « 
eration of which the present Afro-Asian world is scarcely understandable. 


The modernizing zeal of the American colonial administration, which spread in 
Philippines bourgeois-democratic representative institutions, is leading to th 
even greater strengthening of the Hispanic-Philippine (or the Philippinized 
Chinese) upper crust; the pressure of Chinese and Indian immigrants, which is | 
ing stimulated by the development of capitalist relations in Malaya, is forcing 
the indigenous population to retive into obsolete paternalistic structures; the 
intensification of the ties of Senegal with the world market is provoking the 
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development of strict feudal-bureaucratic Muridic brotherhoods; the rapid growth 
of agriculture of the Ivory Coast is based on discriminatory forms of the exploita- 
tion of newly arrived workers. Such were the excruciating and capricious forms of 
the traditionalistic-capitalistic “synthesis” during the colonial era. The post- 
colonial history of these countries is also filled with similar paradoxes of the 
mutual overlapping, interreproduction and synthesis of the socioeconomic phenomena 
which differed by stages. 


The comparative study of Z. N. Galich shows that the present nature of Afro-Asian 

countries of capitalist orientation formed as a result of the interaction and ac- : 
cumulation of centuries-old historical circumstances. Without the consideration 

of the natural and historical background it is also difficult to understand the 

specific economic gains of these countries, the regressive phenomena being stimu- 

lated by these gains in their social consciousness and social organization (reli- 

gious community discord, corruption, nepotism in the systems of state administra- 

tion, the state sector and private enterprise), and the special role of the con- 

centration of state power, which is attempting somehow to counterbalance and over- 

come the social and ethnocultural split of developing societies. 


We would especially like to emphasize the scientific topicality of the comparative 
approach which was demonstrated in the book under review. The correct comparison 
of the four different societies, which in some ways are similar, but in some ways 
are not similar to each other, does not eliminate the question of the uniqueness of 
their specific social and spiritual fates, but helps to identify some common and 
all-round motifs in the development of the present Afro-Asian area. The path of 
the Afro-Asian countries to the present is ambiguous and difficult: the increase of 
the productive forces and the modernization of their social structure do not imply 
the loss of cultural historical identity, but brings this problem into a qualita- 
tively new system of coordinates; all the complexity of their historical fates 
lies behind the contradictions of this growth. Indeed, the present life of the 
four societies being examined by the author is saturated with many contradictory 
trends, which the present bears. The aspiration to master the fundamentals of 
modern technical and scientific thought accompanies “company promoter" stock- 
jobbing; the internally justified aspiration of the individual to overcome or 
moderate in some way the excessive rigidity of traditional or semitraditional ties 
accompanies fie trends of consumerism and egotistic individualism; the natural as- 
piration of the masses for the protection of their everyday rights from both the 
traditional and the "modernized" forms of economic and political oppression ac- 
companies the elements of semitraditional political demagogy. The interrelation- 
ship of these trends is frequently complex, ambiguous and dialectical. The con- 
tradictions of this type permeate the life of the majority of the present develop- 
ing societies. But the inner life of any of them still does not reduce to these 
contradictions. It is immeasurably richer. 


That is why, as it seems to us, it is important to compare the comprehension of 
this contradictory dynamics of the present with the notions about the uniqueness 
of the social and cultural historical prerequisites of the present development of 
Afro-Asian countries. The consideration of the features of traditional heritage, 
of the features of colonial institutions and the course of the national liberation

struggle, the consideration »f the specific nature of state building of the first 
years of independence are required here. The future develops from the past and the 
present. These three measurements of historical time are inseverable. 


We should note the richness of the source study base, which in many ways also was 
responsible for the richness of the content of the book under review: the mate- 
rials of economic and demographic statistics, materials on ethnic history, data of 
field social studies, legislation and other legal norms. Z. N. Calich was able to 
interconnect and put these materials in order, from which a complete picture of 
the historical evolution of the four Afro-Asian countries grew. 


What has been said does not mean that the book is free of shortcomings. Perhaps, 
area studies experts will find many inaccuracies. It would have been possible to 
give a more thorough analysis of the role of Muslim dogma during the development 

of the administrative and political institutions in Malaya and Senegal, and in part 
even in the Philippines, The fundamental question of the unquestionable influence 
of extremely modern forms of production, which are connected with the scientific 
and technical revolution, on Afro-Asian societies is nearly avoided in the book. 


But, in spite of individual oversights, the value of the book is unquestionable. 
Its main merit consists in the fact that it is an important milestone on the path 
of overcoming the gap, which is still being so keenly felt in modern oriental 
studies, between the theoretical-analytical and concrete area studies research 
trends. The concrete elaboration of the methodology of the historical genetic ap- 
proach to the analysis of the socioeconomic evolution of the societies of Asia and 
Africa, which is contained in the monograph under review, is especially important.

[Text] An all-union sya osium entitled "National Relations in a Developed 
Socialist Society", whic was dedicated to the 60th anniversary of the forma- 
tion of the USSR,took place in Tashkent on 3-4 June 1982. Organized by the 
USSR and the Uzbek SSR Academies of Sciences, the Soviet Political Science 
Association and its Uzbek department, the Uzbek Communist Party Central Comn- 
ittee’s Institute for Party History, and the Tashkent higher party school, 

it was an imposing forum of social scientists and the directors and instruct- 
ors of social science faculties and departments in the VUZ of Moscow, the 
republics of Central Asia, Kazakhstan, Estonia, and other fraternal republics 


In opening the symposium with his opening remarks, academician A. C. Sadykov, 
the presidert of the Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences, pointed out the enormous 


successes in the development of the economy, culture and science of Uzbekistan, 


which have been achieved during the 60 years since the formation of the USSR. 
This is a direct result of the creativity of the Leninist nationality policy 
of the CPSU, 


Three basic groups of questions were the subject of discussion during th 
symposium, One of them was connected with the nature of national relatio: 
in a socialist society, which are conditioned by the new type of producti: 
relationships and political system, and with the general laws for their cu 
opment under the conditions of mature socialism.

The speakers particularly pointed out that a spirit of internationalism is 
peculiar to national relations in a mature socialist society.

The second circle of questions,which was examined by the symposium participants, 
touched upon the analysis of national relations within the general context of 
the economic, social and political development of our country.

Khanazarov); the dialectics 
of the national and the international in the development of the spiritual 
culture of socialist nations (Zh. T. Tulenov); the general and the particular 
in the way of life of Soviet socialist nations (O. P. Umurzakova); the 
interrelationship of the development of national relations with the dynamics 
of the social and class structure of Soviet society and with the improving of 
the role of the working class (M. A. Akhunova); the development of national 
cultures during their coming together (N. G. Gaibov); national psychology 

in the development of the public consciousness of socialist nations (A.S. 
Agaronyan); etc. 


The successful deveiopment of a unified national economic complex as the 
material basis for the fraternal friendship of USSR peoples; the progress of 
national relations which contribute to the further growth of the country's 
economy; and the role of the union republics in realizing the food program 
were especially pointed out in the presentations of the participants. 


The third group of questions embracedthe political and legal aspects in the 
development of national relations. Reports on the following topics were 
presented on this problem: "The Constitutional Foundations for the Development 
of the National State System of the Peoples of Central Asia" (R. T. Turgunbekov); 
"The Dialectics of the Development of National Relations and Its Consolidation 
in the Constitution of the USSR" (Sh.

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The problems of strengthening the multinational Soviet state, of improving 
the role of the union republics in solving general state questions and the 
growth of socialist autonomy were moved to the front rank by the speakers. 
Serious attention was paid to the problems of the organization and functioa- 
ing of the political system and its institutions. The speakers pointed out 
that the Soviet constitution and laws on the whole serve the progress of 
national relations and that the traits of the general and the particular in 
the Soviet legai system are clearly expressed in then, 


When summing up the results of the symposium,A. S. Sadykov, the president of 
the Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences, pointed out the fruitfulness of its work.

the solution of questions of all-union significance;

d) The strengthening of the union principles of the multinational Soviet stat 
the development of the national state system and sovereignty of the union 
republics, the strengthening of the guarantees of the rights of the nation: ] 
State formations, the expansion of the rights of the union republics; 


e) The social and political problems in the development of a unified nati 
economic complex for the USSR; 


f) The territorial aspects in the development of the Soviet political system 


g) The strengthening of the new international community -- the Soviet pev, 

-- and the unity of the country's nations and nationalities; the role of t 
working class in the further development of national relations; the develo, 
ment of the social and class structure of the nations and nationalities; 


h) The further development of the social consciousness and culture of Sovic: 
nations; the international role of the Russian language; the development of 
forms and methods for the international indoctrination of the citizens; 
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i) The role of law in the development of national relations; the strengthen- 
ing of socialist legality and socialist morality in Soviet society; 


j) The influence of the experience of the USSR on the development of national 
relations in foreign countries; the international significance of experiences 
from the national state organizational development of republics in the Soviet 
East; 


k) Criticism of foreign falvifiers of the flowering and rapprochement pro- 
cesses of the nations and nationalities and of the development of the national 
State systems in the USSR under the conditions of developed socialism. 


2. Developing along the lines of the departments of the Soviet Political 
Science Association in the republics of Central Asia and Kazakhstan a coord- 
inated plan for researching the problems of national relations and providing 
in it for the conducting of conferences and sociological research and for 
the preparation of joint scientific works and analytical material.

POTENTIAL FOR DIVERGENCE IN PUBLIC, OFFICIAL OPINION IN SOCIALIST COUNTRIES

[Text] K. Marx called that, which we today understand as public opinion, the 
opinion of the people (cf. K. Marx and F. Engels, "Sochineniya” [Works], 2d 
ed., Vol 15, pp 441-444). fF. Engels pointed out that before the beginning of 
the radical social transformations there "must first take place enormous pro- 
gress in public opinion...." (K. Marx and F. Engels,"Sochineniya”, 2d ed, 

Vol 38, p 315). After the victory of the Great October Socialist Revolution, 
V. IL. Lenin said with all determination that "We car rule only when we correct- 
ly express that which the people are aware of" (V. I. Lenin "Polnoye sobraniye 
sochineniy"” [Complete Works], Vol 45, p 112). A constant consideration of 
public opinion is an inseparable element of socialist democracy. “... The 

CPSU Central Committee and all perty committees have begun to use the iniorma- 
tion from primary party organizations more actively. It helps in considering 
public opinion and represents the state of affairs on the spot more concretely’ 
("Materialy XXVI s"yezda KPSS" [Materials on the 26th CPSU Congress], Moscow, 
1981, »o 74). 


This speaks about the enormous practical role of public opinion in the fu: ct- 
ioning and development of socialist society. The theoretical urgency of ¢ 
problem also flows from this. Socialist practices have today imposed on t 

at least three tasks which are connected with improving effectiveness in co 
sidering and forming public opinion: 


-- studying public opinion as a phenomenon, determining its place among Cix 
factors of public life, revealing the general laws of its formation, express | 
and consideration in state control and in communist indoctrination; 


-- developing scientific methods for studying the state of public opinion in 
the various groups of workers and population layers so as to use the specii ‘« 
results of the research in party, soviet and economic work; and 
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-- studying the “public opinion-personality™ communication mechanisms in order 
to improve the effectiveness of the indoctrinativunal effect of public opinion 
on the individual. 


The present level of research on the problem of public opinion under social- 
ism permits the question about the nature and essence of public opinion in 
general and of socialist public opinion in sarticular to be answered with 
sufficient accuracy. As any complicated social phenomenon, it can be explain- 
ed in many ways. There exist two approaches to public opinion: towards the 
“condition of public awareness" and towards “attitude” (cf. Sotsiologiya v 
SSSR) [Sociology in the USSR], Moscow, 1966, Vol 2, p 469; A. K. Uledov, 
“Obshchestvennoye mneniye sovetskogo obshchestva" [The Public Opinion of 
Soviet Society], Moscow, 1963, pp 49-50; and same author, "Dukhovnaya zhizn' 
obshchestva" [The Spiritual life of Society], Moscow, 1980, p 207). These 
approaches do not exclude each other since an opinion is an attitude toward 
something, i.e. the point of view of the subject of the opinion. However, 

a position, which differs from previous ones, exists. In it, public opinion 

is viewed in the light of a mass consciousness which is understood as a 
“public consciousness with partitions broken up inside it™ (cf. B. A. Grushin, 
"Mneniya o mire i mir mneniy™ [Opinions About the World and the World of 
Opinions], Moscow, 1967, p 61). The Stage Institute Public Opinion Sector 
considers that the methoc of singling out public opinion as one of the pecul- 
iar displays of public consciousness, which only has tne qualities (for example, 
a unique combination of rational, emotional and volitional elements) inherent 
in it and its own general laws of formation, expression and realization during 
the historical process,to be the one with the most prospects (cf. "Sotsiologic- 
heskiye problemy obshchestvennogo mneniya i sredstv massovoy informatsii" 

[The Sociological Problems of Public Opinion and the Mass Information Media], 
Moscow, 1975, p 14). For example, A. K. Uledov, points out that public opinion 
is one of the conditions of public consciousness along with world outlook, 
spiritual atmosphere, and social norms and traditions (cf. A. K. Uledov, 
"Dukhovnaya zhizn' obshchestva", pp 204-229). 


it seems, however, that public opinion cannot be placed in the same rank with 
spiritual atmosphere, norms and traditions. Thus, public opinion can be form- 
ed differently in this or that spiritual atmosphere and with the existence of 
these or those traditions and norms of public life, including those of the 
spiritual. In our opinion, it is also impossible to identify "the opinion of 
society" and "the opinion of the people” (cf. ibid. pp 211-214). There is 

a logical contradiction present here: It is one thing to express an opinion 
in the name of the social system, and another to express an opinion of the 
people which can radically differ from an official opinion, for example, in a 
bourgeois state. 


All these contradictions, which existin the above mentioned approaches to the 
essence of public opinion, and the necessity for examining this problem from 
the point of view of the development of communist indoctrinational theory and 
practices lead to the need for a more accurate designation of these categories. 
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It is known that an opinion is the judgment of an individual which expresses 
his position regarding something or someone. An opinion can be true or false. 
The problem of the competence of public opinion flows epistimologically and 
psychologically from this. Furthermore, confidence in one's opinion is 
connected with the opinion ("“Indeed, the one, who has an opinion, cannot fail 
to believe in that opinion" (Aristotle, "Sochineniya" [Works], Moscow 1976, 
Vol 1, p 431). Consequently, “belief accompanies any opinion, conviction -- 
belief, and a reasonable basis -- conviction" (Ibid., p 431). Therefore, it 
turns out that opinion is a deduction, a conclusion by a man or group about 
specific questions and problems. In this form, however, we have still not 
distinguished between the opinion and knowledge of an individual. It is nec- 
essary to go further. Opinion must be isolated from a number of deductions 
based on the categories of “necessity” and "interest". It is clear that in 
the final analysis necessity, the need for something concrete, always stands 
behind someone's opinion. This concreteness is conditioned by the "subject" 
of the opinion, by his belonging to a social group or class. Belonging also 
determines the typical value orientation of a person or group. Consequently, 
the genesis of an opinion is caused by necessity and by its realized form-- 
interest, and this means by the value orientation also, i.e., by an orienta- 
tion toward that form of gcod which can satisfy this or that need. Knowledge 
about the subject of the judgment, therefore, has collateral significance and 
can determine only the degree of objectivity in the judgment and not explain 
the origin or the appearance in the world of the opinion in the above-mention- 
ed respect. Therefore, public opinion is a synthesis of public judgments and 
will. Will is an expression of the striving and the desire "to act this way 
and not otherwise" (cf. R. A. Safarov, "Obshchestvennoye mneniye i gosuuarst- 
vennoye upravleniye"™ [Public Opinion and State Control], Moscow, 1975, p 27). 


Any group or community of people can emerge as the subject of opinion. It 
has become accepted to call all opinions, except individual, public opinion 
(cf. K. A. Uledov, “Dukhovnaya zhizn' obshchestva", p 212). It is also nec- 
essary to single out the opinion of the collective -- "collective opinion”. 
Here, however, we are entering an area of logical complexity. It was already 
mentioned that the division of the subject of opinion according toa “society- 
individual" section is not satisfactory for various reasons. It does not 
permit the opinion of individual groups and collectives to be ascertaine | 
sufficiently thoroughly. Without this it is difficult to reveal public o 

ion as a whole. Today, the subject must concern the exposing of the mass 

and people's real consciousness and its attitude toward the different socia’ 
and economic factors of public life. Therefore, when speaking about the 
subject of opinion, it is necessary to proceed along the “individual-grour - 
mass-people-humanity" section. (As is known, a large group is a class si 

it has a system of needs and interests which relates to all its members an- 
consequently, a definite system of social conduct for its members. Therefor 
public opinion is always a class oneina class society.) 


An so, public opinion is first of all a state of mass consciousness whose 
scope can stretch from groups and a layer to an entire people. Mass conscio'!:- 
ness depends primarily on the immediate experiences of the masses. 
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The necessity of studying the real opinion of people on this or that factor 
of public life proceeds from this. Let us recall V. I. Lenin's dictum that 
the party can rule only when it correctly expresses that which the people are 
aware of. The correctness of the expression of this awareness rests not only 
on the knowledge and competency of the spokesmen but also on the unity and 
direction of the will of institutes (especially the party and state) and the’ 
people toward improving socialist vital activity. For communists, this is a 
political duty to the people. 


The research on public opinion is being conducted in the epistomological and 
sociological aspects. The epistomological aspect is connected with the re- 
search on the quality with which this or that vital contradiction is reflect- 
ed and with the selectiveness and activity of the reflection. The sociolog- 
ical aspect embraces the research on the public need, which gave birth to 
this opinion, and its place and role in the structure of society's spiritual 
life, i.e. the functions of public opinion. 


A specific contradiction in public life is the object of the reflection which 
gave birth to public opinion. Opinion, the position of a social community 
regarding this, is formed as a result of the reflection, i.e., the appearance 
of a specific conclusion or deduction concerning the problem. The opinion 
becomes generally accepted, i.e. it begins to perform regulating functions. 
During this, a certain portion of the individual opinions is subjected to 
changes, a separate opinion can become a common opinion, and some opinions 

may not enter common opinion at all. In any event, generaily accepted opinion 
is found in a space at one pole of which is truth and at the other -- error. 
The specific place of a specific opinion on this plane depends on the validity 
of the knowledge and the reliability of the information which the people, who 
are making a judgment on this phenomenon, topic, event, etc., have. The 
errors and swings in public opinion also depend on this. Consequently, it 
must be corrected and formed to a certain degree by the influence of science 
and a scientific world outlook on it. Im antagonistic class societies, public 
opinion is basically the opinion of the dominant class which owns the means 

of spiritual production and which is able, therefore, to manipulate the opin- 
ion of the masses in accordance with its own interests. 


In a sociological regard, public interests are the object of public opinion. 
This point of view is common in literature. However, it is necessary to 
mention that this approach is still an abstract ome and does not answer the 
questions: Why is public opinion always timely? Why is it selective and 
active? It is thought that public opinion appears as a result of reflection 
on the contradictions which arise on the path of realizing public interests. 
It represents not so much public interests as a way to solve public problems 
and a method for resolving the contradiction which has become known. Public 
opinion is valuable not so much because of the fact that it is some fixed 
public interest (need) but because it suggests, recommends and requires 
namely this solution and no other. The "collective intelligence" regarding 
the realization of practical tasks affects this. (We are not concerned here 
with the opinion of the scientific community on some theoretical question -- 
its origin is somewhat different). This leads us to recognizing public 
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opinion as a means forthe group, masses and people to influence individuals 

(in the case of regulating an individual's public conduct) and institutions, 
especially the authorities, in order to solve problems which have a public 
mature. This function of public opinion is carried out in the form of a 
public expression which can be displayed both in official (meetings, the press, 
radio, etc.,) and in unofficial areas. 


This was partially mentioned already. The problem of feedback during the inter- 
action of the official and unofficial structure of society is always timely 
under socialism; the regulation of this question requires continuous public 
attention which is usually directed against bureaucratic and technocratic 
methods for solving public problems. 


However, we would move along the path of oversimplification if we placed our 
attention only on the difference of public opinion from the official one (the 
opinions of the “spokesmen"). This difference can be transformed into a ser- 
ious problem under socialism only under extra ordinary conditions (during a 
confidence crisis in the authorities, the separation of the party from the 
people, etc.). The failure of public opinion and official opinion to converge 
under socialism can only exist in principle because of a different degree of 
competency and not because of the antagonims of interests. Therefore, a 
knowledge of the real state of public opinion and its use as a means for 
controlling and indoctrinating the masses are very valuable for a socialist 
organization. In this respect, the convergence of the opinion of the popula- 
tion and the opinion of the organizers and indoctrinators is based on mutual 
trust, i.e., the parties' confidence, which has arisen, in the correctness 
of their judgments, decisions and actions. 


Guided by what has been said above we can give a definition of public opinion. 
It is the display of mass consciousness for the purpose of resolving the 
contradictions of public life, which is expressed in the development of a 
position or point of view on the necessity to realize a specific public 
interest and on the acceptability of this or that way to achieve that goal. 

In its content, it can have both scientifically sound and prejudiced judg- 
ments, 


Under socialism, public opinion displays itself in the forms of represent 

and direct democracy. These forms for expressing the opinion of the mass 
emérge at the same time as communications channels between the central an. 
locai bodies. A careful study of the urgent needs of the population and a 
consideration of the workers’ proposals, wishes and critical comments ure 
important fields of activity for the Communist Party and socialist author) 

in strengthening their ties with the masses. The opinion of the popular 
masses is expressed in the form of decisions, resolutions and appeals which 
are adopted during meetings, conferences, congresses (party, Komsomol and 
trade union) and during general meetings of workers in plants and of peopl« 
where they live (for example, 10 million people participated in the debates 
during the party meetings to hear reports and elect officials which were helc 
on the eve of the 26th CPSU Congress; and many valuable proposals were made) ; 
in the form of referendums on vitally important public measures; during the 
election campaigns to councils and courts; through the mass propaganda and 
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information media; and in letters, statements and complaints from the workers 
to various bodies. 


Regarding the last communication channel of the subject of control and indoc- 
trination with the masses, it is necessary to say that the special attention 
of the party and state is being directed toward it. During the 26th CPSU 
Congress, it was pointed out that “the workers" letters and proposals have 
enormous significance as the party's vital communication channel with the 
masses... each party worker and each director must regard the sensitive and 
attentive treatment of citizen's letters, requests and complaints as his 

duty to the people and to the party" ("Materialy XXVI s"yezda KPSS", pp 73- 
74). 


Not only the revealing of public opinion on this or that urgent problem but 

* also an organized effect on the formation of a correct public opinion in order 
to indoctrinate the masses is acquiring important significance. This influ- 
ence is exerted in the form of printed and oral propaganda which, today, has 
a mass nature thanks to modern information and propaganda media. It is 
necessary to begin the analysis of this influence with the revealing of the 
indoctrinational functions of public and collective (group) opinion. 


Public opinion affects the consciousness and conduct of an individual like a 
regulator. However, not only like an external regulator as, for example, the 
law but also as the inspirer of this or that line of conduct by an individual. 
Its essence is in the self-identification process of a specific individual 
with the masses based on the unity and coincidence of value judgments about 
this or that phenomenon, event, topic, or individual. On the one hand, this 
process increases the cohesion, integration and spiritual solidarity of the 
group and the masses; on the other hand, unified norms, traditions, social 
sterotypes, and stable collective judgments -- which inspire an individual to 
act this way and not otherwise -- are formed in this case. At the level of 
the collective or group, the expectation-demand system, which is imposed on 
each one, is the social and psychological mechanism for regulating an individ- 
ual's conduct. This is not only a moral demand but also an expectation of, 
for example, the work contribution of an individual to the common task, his 
activity, discipline, etc. These expectations and demands are satisfied 
more accurately and fully by an individual in those cases where, first, they 
proceed from individuals and groups who are respected by him and, second, to 
the degree that these expectations and demands coincide with the interest and 
concepts of duty which were mastered during the indoctrination and self- 
indoctrination process. 


In any event, a person, who is guided in his conduct by these expectations and 
demands, should know that the reaction of the people around him to this or 

that behavioral act will be accompanied by positive ratings or negative -sanc- 
tions. Thus, when a person's actions agree with the collective opinion, his 
authority is raised, he is considered "theirs" and he will be defended; but 
when his conduct contradicts public opinion, the authority and reputation of 
the person will fall, he will be continually deprived of trust and recognition, 
he may feel himself "not wanted" among his equals in social positions, etc. 
This is often perfectly realized by people; therefore, the interaction of 
public opinion and a person's conduct can become complicated when they diverge. 
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In the plan for the communist indoctrination of the masses through public 
opinion which operates at the macro-level (the press, television, etc.), a 
person receives information about models of behavior and the content of the 
sense of duty in the form of the ideological and moral personality make-up 
which is being cultivated in that society. Collective opinion which accumu- 
lates in itself the local peculiarities of public opinion, primarily orients 
the real conduct of a person and his daily actions. Therefore, both the 
general direction in the work of the mass information and propaganda media 
and the practices of forming public opinion in a collective, especially in 

a work collective, are emerging aS important items. It is necessary to 
dwell on these points. 


We will reveal the indoctrinational influence of the mass communication media 
on the consciousness and behavior of people using the example of youth's sel- 
ection of a life path, especially its selection of a trade. There is no need 
to prove how important this problem is when there are several divergences bet- 
ween the wishes of youth and the objective capabilities of society in the 
matter of trades. What effect do the mass communication media, for example, 
literature or films, exert on this process which is of no small importance for 
the viability of society? The Ufa sociologists were interested in this ques- 
tion. An analysis of 100 films and 100 novels about contemporary Soviet real- 
ity, which were randomly selected by them, showed the following: 61 percent 
of the main positive heroes in the films and 65 percent of the heroes in the 
novels were scientists, doctors, investigators, artists, writers, party work- 
ers, and representatives of other professions involving intellectual work; 
approximately 25 percent were kolkhoz farmers; and only 10 percent were 
workers. Workers in the service area usually emerge in novels and films as 
negative characters (cf. N. A. Aitov, "Tekhnicheskiy progress i dvizheniye 
rabochikh kadrov" [The Technical Progress and Movements of Working Personnel], 
Moscow, 1972, pp 67 - 68). 


This element in the formation of youth's professional orientation leads to the 
artificial lack of prestige of a number of mass professions which are require. 
by society. This leads to the need for additional incentives, legal limita- 
tions, etc. The danger of unofficial compensation for the lack of presi ‘xe of 
a profession through "supplemental" revenues “bribes, profiteering, embc - 
ment, etc.” is no less serious. 


Research on the profession recurrence frequency (the professions of the lh« 
in, for example, radio and television broadcasts) showed that the gencral 
“profession leaders" for newspapers, radios and television were the fo iow. 
a scientific worker, an engineer, a tractor operator, an expert in a pial 
and a steel worker (cf. "Sotsiologicheskiye issledovaniya obshchestvennog« 
mneniya i sredstv massovoy informatsii™ pp 141-143. 


It would seem that in examining this particular question, it is necessary l-. 

say that the prestige of a profession is a reflection of the objective autho: 
ity of that profession in the life of the society in public opinion. This 
reflection can be distorted. In our opinion, it is necessary, today, to stresS 


not only a profession but also the skill of an individual in any profession 
during the professional orientation of youth. The present culture is charact- 
erized by the equality in public opinion of people who re engaged in intellec. 
ual and physical work. 
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Special attention is now being paid to the formation, maintenance and develop- 
ment of correct public opinion at the level of the work collectives. This is 
right since it is here that the major part of the life of millions of workers 
takes place. Today, science is able to provide a number of recommendations on 
this question. It is possible to bring these recommendations to the rank of 
requirements for managing public opinion in a collective (for more details,cf. 
"Sotsial'no-psikhologicheskiye problemy upravleniya" [Social and Psychological 
Management Problems], Moscow, 1975, p 121). The information about the deeds 

of the collective and life within the collective must come from a single center, 
i.e., it must be coordinated in its main points with party, Komsomol and trade 
union organizations and the administration. The information must be effective. 
It is impossible to allow rumors about what has happened to be heard first,and 
then the official explanation. The initial information creates the opinion of 
a person, and if it is false, information, whose convincing force is five-six 
fold greater than the force of the initial information, is required to disprove 
it. 


The information must be truthful. Otherwise, the authority of the information 
source and, consequently, the confidence in it is lost. People always,sooner 
or later, detect a falsehood or a concealment of the truth which is done even 
for the best intentions. It is necessary to remember V. I. Lenin's instruct- 
ions regarding this: "We need complete and truthful information, The truth 
must not depend on whom it must serve" (V. I. Lenin, "Polnoye sobraniye sochin- 
eniy" [Complete Works], Vol 54, p 446). 


A few words about the degree of development of scientific methods for revealing 
public opinion. We will point out two directions in the study of public 
opinion: the survey method (questionnaires and interviews) and the content 
anaylsis of press and radio and television broadcast materials. 


A survey is conducted with a consideration for the fact that the conclusions, 
which are drawn on the basis of a selective group, can be applied to the 
general and basic totality of people who are subject to the characterization. 
The content analysis of the direction of material, which is published in the 
press or broadcast over the radio and television, is interesting. Unit; of 
measurements and units of meaning are revealed. Based on this, a calculation 
of both of these in the press or broadcast (air time) materials is made. 

The calculation of the units permits the direction of, for example, the work 

of the editorial board of this or that newspaper to be pictured in quantitative 
indicators. 


These methods for studying public opinion are being realized in our country 
more and more as sociological research in enterprises and at the places where 
people live expands further. 


The problems in the functioning of public opinion, in the methods for reveal- 
ing it, in studying it, and in influencing it in order to improve socialist 
control and communist indoctrination are complicated ones. They require 
further profound elaboration. In connection with this, the need for developing 
a category mechanism for public opinion and the questions concerning the 
influence of a control and indoctrinational subject on public opinion deserves 
attention.

OBKOM SECRETARY ON RECONSTRUCTION OF AGRO-INDUSTRIAL COMPLEX 
Moscow SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA in Russian 19 Aug 82 pp 1, 2 


[Interview with First Secretary of the Orenburg Oblast Committee of the CPSU Ana- 
toliy Nikiforovich Balandin, by SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA correspondent I. Filimonov: 
"Not the Addition, But the Multiplication of Forces"; date and place not given] 


. [Excerpt] [Question] In the decisions of the May Plenum particular importance is 
attached to the rayon link. How, in your opinion, will the agro-industrial associ- 
ations in the rayons and their councils look? 


[Answer] This question worries today, i dare say, everyone who is concerned with 
the village. The need for the reorganization of the management of the agro- 
industrial sector does not give rise to doubts: how many ‘sores’ have accumulated 
nere. 


Many materials, which reveal the experience of work in the new way, are being pub- 
lished in the press. We are studying these publications and are generalizing the 
local experience. It is clear that a routine approach to the creation of rayon 
agro-industrial production associations and their councils must not be allowed. 

We are striving to take into account the specific nature of the rayon, its inter- 
nal production ties, the situation with personnel, the technical base--in short, 
many things on which the success of the matter depends. The rayon and oblast coun- 
cils of the associations should be compact and should accomplish skillfully and 
efficiently their own tasks on the implementation of the Food Program. The obliga- 
tions of the councils were clearly specified by the May Plenum, thus the words of 
V. 1. Lenin concerning the fact that it is necessary "...to separate the debates 
and endless discussions in the strictest manner from the unquestioning execution 

of all the orders of the manager," today sound very topical for all of us. 


As to the specific structure of our rayon agro-industrial associations, I would 
like to say the following. There are features which do not give rise to doubts. 
Of course, all the vitally important services of the rayons along with the farms 
will be represented in the councils of the rayon agro-industrial associations. I 
have in mind Sel'khoztekhnika, the chemicalization service and the processing 
enterprises. Definite experience of their close cooperation already exists. For 
example, in Novosergiyevskiy and Iletskiy Rayons several years ago they brought 
Sel 'khoztekhnika closer to the farms--they turned over to it the pool of machinery 
of the kolkhozes for comprehensive maintenance. 
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Another thing is causing disputes. We have interrayon enterprises and organiza- 
tions (for example, construction). What is to be done with them? Or the follow- 
ing thing: in the plans published by several central newspapers the rayon consumers’ 
societies are at times included in the rayon agro-industrial associations, while 

at times they are not. 


The work with personnel, with each specific manager was and remains one of the most 
important concerns of the party organizations. Now this is, it can be said, the 
main indicator of the competence and fighting efficiency of the rayon committees and 
primary organizations. 


Today people, who know how to do business in a statelike manner, are working at 
many of our farms and at other agricultural enterprises. These are outstanding 
specialists, with practical aptitude, with a heightened sense of the new. They 
know how to motilize the collective, they know how to work with partners, which 
today, I shculd note, is especially valued. The education of such managers is an 
unquestionable service of the party committees. 


But one must also not shut one’s eyes to the fact that in some links of the agro- 
industrial complex of the oblast troubles frequently occur precisely because their 
managers do not yet meet the present requirements. The party organizations have 
here, it seems, one means: to teach and demand. It is a question of strictly ad- 
hering to the party style of work in all the links of the economic mechanism with- 
out exception, of tightening up the discipline of performers and of increasing the 
personal responsibility of managers for the assigned matter. This, by the way, ‘s 
also one of the effective means of overcoming the departmental barriers in the 
interrelations of the partners in the agro-industrial complex: people, who 

truly think along state lines, find a common language more easily. 


Now, probably, as never before, we should be attentive to those, to whom we en- 
trust one section of work or another in the rayon link. A person can manage a 
matter in a new way, boldly, creatively--as they say, he has the controls in hi 
hands. In this connection I would like to cite the following fact. It has been 
proposed to promote to the position of chairmen of the councils of the rayon azro- 
industrial associations, as a rule, the chiefs of the rayon administrations o* 
agriculture. Here these are for the most part thinking, resourceful speci: ‘i«ts. 
Aleksandr Lazarevich Shevchenko in Krasnogvardeyskiy Rayon and Nikolay Vasi - 
vich Alekseyev in Sol-Iletskiy Rayon have shown themselves to advantage. An 
chairmen of the councils of the rayon agro-industrial associations they wil!, 
nope, display even better their practical qualities. But in Abdulinskiy, Sa : 
skiy, Ponomarevskiy and several other rayons the party organizations did not 
recommend that the current managers of the administrations be placed a’! 

of the councils. Today we require such an exacting, principled approach to 

agers from all the party organizations of the oblast. 


[Question] When speaking about the reorganization of the agro-industrial coy 
Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev stressed in his report at the May (1982) CPSU Central ( 
mittee Plenum that “the main burden rests on the shoulders of the rayon party 

mittees.” 


[Answer] The oblast party committee is devoting the most serious attention to the 
strengthening of the rural rayon party committees, and particularly to the mannin 
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within them of agricultural departments. People with a higher agricultural educa- 
tion have been selected for the positions of the heads. But not all of them have 
adequate experience in party work. But they must participate in the work immedi- 
ately. It is clear that the managers of the newly created departments need both 
support and assistance.

AJl the work is now at the field camps, at the farms, among 
the immediate implementers of our ideas. 


fhe activity of the party organizations should produce appreciable results, as the 
May Plenum stressed, alrwady this year. Therefore, all the attention and all the 
efforts of the party committees are aimed today at disposing every primary party 
organization and, through the communists, the collectives as a whole to the un- 
conditional fulfillment and exceeding of the plans and obligations and at uniting 
everyone on whom the successful accomplishment of the Food Program depends.

[Text] The characteristic of having many children is one of the most attrac- 
tive aspects of the Uzbek family. The mother of such a family is provided 

in full by the homeland for the upbringing of her children. After the estab- 
lishment of state awards for having many children, more than 3 million women 
were awarded orders and medals in the republic. More than 83,000 women of 
the republic were honored with the title "Mother-heroine."” Cottongrower 

D. Yakubova from Khorezm, milkmaid S. Abdurakhmanova from near Samarkand and 
others all have the Gold Star of the Hero of Socialist Labor as weil as the 
order of "“Mother-heroine." 


The Soviet people's tradition of the large family is also enriched by the 
characteristics of deep internationalism as well. A monument honoring black- 
smith Sh. Shamakhmudov and his wife, B. Akramova, was unveiled not long ago 
in Tashkent. They undertook the task of bringing up 15 children of various 
nationalities during the years of the Great Patriotic War. 


Work of the UzSSR Councils of People's Deputies in providing for the me~ting 
of the demands of legislation concerning maternity and childhood proteccic 
and rewarding mothers who have many children was discussed at the meetin 

the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet held this September. In the res = 
tions adopted by the UzSSR Supreme Soviet Presidium and the Karakalpak Af 
Supreme Soviet Presidium it was recommended that the republic councils o! 
people's deputies adopt further measures for completing this work. Tie 

tical tasks coming out of this resolution were examined at next UzSSR Su):

It was noted at the speeches that multifaceted work is being carried out 

the republic on the broad introduction of women into social production arm 
the creation of good conditions of work, rest and everyday life for them. 
However, there still are shortcomings. Members of the Presidium brought to 
the attention of the republic Council of Ministers the fact that a number of 
ministries and offices up to this point have not adopted sufficient measures 
toward liquidating delays in the construction of preschools, maternity 
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facilities, children's hospitals and polyclinics. Sufficient concern for 
housing and domestic conditions for teachers is lacking. 


Additional measures were established at the meeting for the improvement of 
maternity and childhood protection; spiritual incentive for mothers with 
many children and strengthening the monitoring of the activities of enter- 
prises, institutions and organizations in this direction. The measures in- 
clude widening the network and improving the work of children's preschools, 
maternity facilities, children's hospitals and polyclinics; further strength- 
ening work safety and health care for women; improving housing and everyday 
conditions for large families and measures toward the strict observance of 
legislation concerning the allocation to women of established benefits and 
advantages. During the past 3 years the questions of improving work and 
everyday conditions of women, maternity and childhood protection, spiritual 
incentive for uaving many children and raising them have been discussed 
twice at the republic supreme soviet sessions and examined repeatedly at 
meetings of the Presidium and permanent commissions of the UzSSR Supreme 
Soviet. These questions will be brought up soon at subsequent sessions of 
the republic councils of people's deputies.

TYPOLOGY OF RURAL CENTRAL ASIAN FAMILIES ADVANCED 
Tashkent OBSHCHESTVENNYYE NAUKI V UZBEKISTANE in Russian No 7, Jul 82 pp 44-46 
[Article by B. Umarov: "The Typology of the Rural Family"] 


[Text] The problems of the family as the primary cell of society are attract- 
ing the attention of scientists in the most varied areas of social science. 
Their thorough and comprehensive research has a great deal of scientific, 
theoretical, social, political, and practical importance because family~-marriage 
relations are some of the most important structural elements in the way of life. 


The basic methodological principles for a truly scientific approach to this 
problem were developed by K. Marx and F, Engels and were further developed by 
V. I. Lenin. The Marxist-Leninist classics convincingly show that: the family 
is the most natural relationship of a human being toward a human being ; 

to the degree that a human being develops as a socia] creature, the family is 
not a biologically natural but a social relationship ; the forms of this social 
relationship have been subjected to histgrical changes and are closely linked 
with the conditions of public production ; family-marriage relationships 
directly define the nature of the population's reproduction and the indoctrina 
tion of children since in these relationships "two people -- and a third arise: 
-- participate. There is a new life. Here, public interest is forged" . 


The importance of these propositions consist primarily of the fact that t «wy 
permit the family to be examined "from the point of view of the structur> 
society as a whole apd from the point of view of the general tendencies . 
social development". 


During the 26th CPSU Congress, the most important qualitative changes, wh 
have taken place in family-marriage relationships during the present stay 
were analyzed and summarized, and specific tasks to strengthen the materia 
prosperity of the Soviet family and to improve its life ahd living conditi: 
were defined. L. I. Brezhnev pointed out in the Central Committee report 
that "the Central Committee has devoted serious attention to developing anc 
implementing an effective democratic policy and to the population problems 
which have recently grown acute. The main way to solve them is to increase 
concerns for the family, newly weds and,especially, women”. 
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The family reflects directly or indirectly the main changes which are taking 
place in the social structure of society and in the nature of social relation- 
ships. K. Marx wrote: "The family must develop as society develops and must 
change as society changes”. What has been said pertains in equal measure 
both to the urban and to the rural family although each of them -- while coin- 
ciding in the main thing -- possesses its own distinctive features which are 
rooted both in the objective conditions of its formation and functioning and 
in the specific secial and psychological conditions of the urban and rural 
population's vital activity. 


A number of sociologists, who have fruitfully researched the different aspects 
of family-marriage relationships, have pointed out the need to develop a 
typology of the family depending on its way of life and the structure of its 
internal and external family relationships and functions. Thus, Z. A. 
Yankova points out that "at the present time, the need has matured to create 

a classification and typology for the family depending on its way of life, 
especially on its structure (activity, relationships, facts of consciousness) 
and functions because only such a classification will pegmit the specific 
nature of a developed socialist family to be described". 


For all its urgency, however, this problem has still not received the necess- 
ary treatment in Soviet sociological literature. The main attention of 
sociologists has been directed toward revealing what types of social relation- 
ships are characteristics of families, what determines the size of a family 
and §S structure, and how is the family connected with other social communit- 
ies. At the same time, the problem of typing the urban and, especially, the 
rural family depending on its way of life, structure and functions are still 
being worked upon poorly, and sociological indicators are very seldom used 

in research of this type. 


An urgent need has arisen for the sociological analysis and justification of 
a nunber of new concepts such as "the family's way of life", "the family's 
social type", "the family's structure and functions", etc. 


It seems that the typological method contributes in the greatest degree to 
the goals of a sufficiently accurate description and justification of the 
mentioned concept. Its use requires a preliminary structuring of the family 
and the characteristics of its individual components. This essentially forms 
the theoretical base for its typing. 


In order to research the family's way of life, especially its structure and 
functions, it is advisable to single out the following components: 1) the 
social demographic sphere; 2) economic situation; 3) cultural activity; 
and 4) the social and psychological background. 


This collection of family components is not an accidental one. On the one 
hand, they determine the enlarged and functionally different sides and aspects 
of a family; and on the other hand, they represent all the family's main areas 
of vital activity, its structure and functions, and its social and psychologic- 
al characteristics as an intact and systems object. We will briefly describe 
the operating indicators for each of the selected components. 














l. The social demographic sphere: a) the number, structure and composition 
(number of family members, number of children -- school and preschool, length 
of the marriage, age of the children, number of ablebodied and non-ablebodied 
family members); b) the demographic type of the family; c) the social type 
of the family. 


2. Economic situation: 2) housing conditions (nature of the housing, number 
of rooms, overall area, condition of the housing, the presence of modern 
communal conveniences); b) family income(the overall average monthly wages 
of all working family members, the nature of the income,the source of the 
income); c) everyday activity (source of food items, availability of con- 
summer items and evaluation of manufactured item and food stores, the 
presence of personal services establishments, an evaluation of the work of 
personal services establishments); and d) the private subsidiary farm (number 
of livestock on it, area of the personal plot, the nature of the plantings, 

an evaluation of the prospects for developing the private subsidiary farm). 


3. Cultural activity: a) the cultural surroundings of the family (the things 
and objects necessary for cultural activity, the cultural life of the family, 
the educational level and overall culture of family members); b) the activity 
of the family in using cultural values; c) the activity of the family in 
creating cultural values. 


4. Social and psychological background: a) the arrangement of the spouses 

on the nature of dividing up functions, the participation of the spouses in 
making decisions, supremacy and the family; b) the arrangement of the spouses 
on contacts with parents, relatives, neighbors, and friends; c) the value 
orientation of the spouses toward future children; d) the value orientations 
of spouses in the family sphere, in the leisure sphere and toward blood, neigh- 
bor and friend ties; e) the motives for conflicts between spouses. 


These are the basic components of a family and the system of their indicators 
which are being placed at the basis of the research. The cognitive capabilities 
of the components, which have been singled out, remain hypothetical ones otil 
the final results of the research have been obtained. Therefore, ache « . f 
their effectiveness on the whole and of the "operation" of the individu! 
components and indicators must be made during the empirical stage of the 
research, 


Based on what has been said, we propose the following method for construc 
the typology of a rural family: the singling out of multi-measured type 

based on the preliminarily obtained multi-measured scales of social, demo 
economic,intra-family, extra-family, social, and psychological characteri: 


The need for developing a typology of the family is dictated not only by t'. 
needs of science itself and by the inner logic of its development but also »: 
practical needs. In order to reveal the practical significance in typing t'. 
family one need only examine the basic trends in the development of an Uzbek 
rural family and the changes in its structure, size and composition. 
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Existing statistical data, the results of sociological and ethnographic 
research, show that profound changes are occuring in the structure of the 
present-day Uzbek rural family. This is reflected, for example, in the growth 
of family members. Whereas the average family size rose from 3.9 to 4 individ- 
uals for the USSR as a whole during 1959-1970, the average ize of a rural 
family in Uzbekistan increased from 4.6 to 5.8 individuals. 


As is known, the number of children is a very important characteristic of 
family composition. Many children are a characteristic feature of the Uzbek 
family both in the city and in the village. According to the 1970 population 
census, the average size of an urban family was 5.8 individuals, and that of 

a rural family -- 6 individuals. At the s time, 56.6 percent of rural 
families consisted cf six and more members. A great deal of attention h 
been devoted to the problem of large families in the doctor's dissertation 

and a number of other works by U. Tashtemirov who regards it as an objectively 
conditioned general law. 


A statistical description of family types is extremely important for sociolog- 
ical research on the family. According to the data of the 1970 population 
census, families, which consist of parents and their children, are the most 
widespread at the present time both in the city and in the village. This type 
is 58.6 percent of the urban and 60.6 percent of the rural families in the 
republic. Families which include parents and their family children, are 
6.2 percent in the city and 8.3 percent in the village. The third type of 
family which consists of married couples, one of the parents or other relatives, 
forms 18.6 percent of urban and 20.1 percent of rural families. Finally, it 
is necessary to mention one other type of family which includes one of the 
parents, and his children (11 percent in the city and 7.7 percent in the vil- 
lage). 


When analyzing the social structure of a rural family, it is necessary to 

take into consideration the fact that a new, social and heterogenous type 

of family, which simultaneously includes representatives of three social 
groups -- kolkhoz farmers, workers and intelligentsia, has taken shape today. 
According to the 1970 population census,workers and employees form 10.6 percent 
of all the republic's rural population engaged in public production and 12.3 
percent worked in the areas of public education, health services, and culture. 


It is evident from this data that profound changes are taking place in the 
demographic and social structure of the present-day Uzbek rural family. 


Therefore, it is possible to analyze several general trends in the development 
of the family, especially the changes in its social and demographic structure, 
based on statistical data (especially the population censuses). However, a 
statistical approach -- in revealing the general trend -- at the same time 
conceals within itself variations and the types of displays of the general 
laws being studied, whether they are the need for children, the interrelation- 
ships of the spouses in the area of leisure or conflict situations, etc. 
Therefore, along with the social and demographic characteristics, it is necess- 
ary to take other factors also into consideration. This requires the use of 
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multimeasured analysis methods. Consequently, the task consi& of placing 

the main stress on the use of multi-measured analysis methods using state 
statistical data as fully as possible, since the determination of family types 
is the central problem. 


A multi-measured family typology, which considers social and professional 
affiliation; cultural, educational and economic level; and social and 
psychological characteristics, permits the common general laws and peculiarities 
in the functioning and development of the family to be revealed, and both the 
basic and supplementary factors and mechanism in its change to be studied. 


The implementation of this approach will provide an opportunity not only to 
study the structure and functions of the family, especially the rural one, more 
deeply; but also to influence substantially the improvement of the system of 
social measures for assisting in the strengthening and development of the 
Soviet family in light of the decision of the 26th CPSU Congress.

Along with the fight against crime, efforts to strengthen 
law and order, and other urgent matters, the meeting 
will discuss measures to enhance the public's role in 
this effort, constituting an effective means of combat- 
ting and preventing crime. 


In this connection we present GSSR State Television and 
Radio Committee Chairman N. Popkhadze's article in which 
he raises some urgent issues in regard to the struggle 
against crime,

In Tbilisi last summer a shocking murder took place. An old woman living 
alone, a teacher who had spent a half century educating the younger gener:- 
tion, fell victim to robbers’ greed. The public's revulsion and rage at ti 
murderers have not abated yet. 


Earlier, as you recall, the public was outraged by the Mosashvili Street 
atrocity in which a savage thug took the life of a mother of two children in 
broad daylight, again with robbery as a motive. 


And now just a couple of days ago the whole city was horrified by another ac‘ 
of brutality on Larsi Street in which robbers caused the death of another 
helpless human being, this time a woman on pension who had been honored by 


the state. 
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This is what people are talking about everywhere. Public opinion against crime 
has been heightened and mobilized, and clearly expresses outrage and protest. 
We are well aware that clustering these incidents together might serve as grist 
for the philistine's mill and also leave the reader in an unpleasant mood. Let 
us emphasize at the outset, therefore, that THERE IS NO CAUSE FOR PANIC. THE 
CRIME RATE IS GOING DOWN. But consoling ourselves by comparing percentages of 
good and bad against a background of proud accomplishments is of no use and 
does not benefit our society. However substantial and outstanding these 
accomplishments may be, our people cannot tolerate the existence of crime and 
criminality or be satisfied with some decrease in the percentage. This is a 
characteristic and inherent feature of our society and system; it is the law 

of our life and the policy of the socialist state. 


This is why attitudes toward crime embody a spirit of intolerance. This 
article has been dictated and is suffused by the same attitude, and it is 

being published so long after having being delivered at the party forum only 
because it is in keeping with today's meeting of secretaries of the primary 
party organizations of the MVD organs--a meeting which is being held in the 
atmosphere of frank o;enness that is typical of the GCP Central Committee. The 
entire community--first and foremost, of course, we journalists--is interested 
in the subject matter being dealt with at the meeting. We have good grounds 
for this.

THE STRUGGLE AGAINST NARCOTICS, especially in the secondary schools and 
VUZes. The fact that we don't have very many addicts does not mean th: ¢t 
Struggle does not need to be large-scale, vigorous, and aggressive. The 
publicizing of these problems requires exceptionally good planning and spex 
fic efforts. It cannot be otherwise, for they are of great prophylactic 
import. 


TV viewers write that during our acclaimed broadcast of "The Children of Mis- 
fortune," some anxious parents looked in on their sleeping children and othe 
Started looking for children who had not come home yet. 
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That*s just what we wanted to accomplish. This is the kind of emotional 
impact we are trying to convey with our “shock propaganda,” designed first to 
alarm and then to alert and thoroughly activate the public. 


It is difficult to accomplish the goal any other way. Simulated shocks wil! 
not defeat an evil and frightening enemy like drug addiction. 


Not everyone sees it that way, and some have even reproached us so that we 
have had to resort to sneaky tactics to avoid complications. Pretending 
patriotic sentiments, some have even attacked us for “exposing our dirty 
linen.” 


Yes but, why should we hide things from anyone? Who or what are we afraid of? 
Haven't our people had to face even more bitter truths? Hasn't our society had 
to expose even more painful wounds and sores in order to speed their healing? 
We will continue to attack drug addiction fearlessly, because the people are 
behind us; they treat us with respect and concern, they watch us carefully and 
encourage us. This is attested by the more than 150,000 letters, responses, 
and telephone calls that came in to the Television and Radio Committee last 
year! 


It is significant that the biggest reactions have come in response to broad- 
casts dealing with painful subjects of concern to all. Consider some of them:

"If a Crack Appears in the Steel," "Curb Your Greed," "The Traitor,” “Towers 

of Arrogance,” “They Have Stolen Our Kids," and so on. 


The reader may like to take a look into our journalistic “kitchen.” Consider, 
for example, "They Have Stolen Our Kids," which was put together in a hurry 
although much that was involved had been planned in advance. 


As soon as the program was over, the Kutaisi Komsomol organizations held 
special meetings that lasted far into the night. The next day these youth 
sessions grew into general public assemblies in the workers' collectives, 
student groups, schools and homes--in short, all over. 


| had the opportunity to make a detailed study of the materials of this mass 
effort, and some may find it hard to believe that 25,000 of the more than 
50,000 persons who took part in the meetings got up and said something. Look 
at those figures: they embody 25,000 active youth positions and bitter declar- 
ations, bitter truths and confessions; 25,000 ringing declarations of wrath 
and outrage, uncompromising condemnation of one's own inaction or lack of 
principle along with the unseemly behavior of others, condemnation of the 
firmly entrenched formalism of the indoctrination work of the Komsomol, the 
schools, and the institute; and many, many vital and concrete proposals which 
were immediately included in the publications of the republic's youth news- 
papers and the Kutaisi city newspapers as well as local radio office sheets. 
The very next day, KOMUNISTI joined in. 


All of this served to guide and direct this usefully charged surge of public 
opinion. This profound and principled civic spirit became organically merged 
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with patriotic and purely human motives. And this merger was transformed 
into a powerful prophylatic tool by the Kutaisi Gorkom, which held a special 
buro meeting to assess the city party organization's work with young people 
and the Komsomol in a self-critical and principled manner. 


This will not pass without result. 


Virtually the same thing took place in many other local Komsomol organizations 
of the republic, because the Georgian Komsomol's Central Committee, which 
collaborated with us in preparing the program, that same day held a discussion 
of the problems involved and arranged for collective viewing of the broadcast 
everywhere. 


The very next day the Komsomol organized a special republic meeting at which 
the broadcast itself, which we repeated specially during the meeting, served 
as the keynote report. By request of the republic's Education Ministry, 

an “open TV lesson" was conducted in the schools during the repeat broadcast; 
parents in many places also attended. 


This is how a particular case of theft, the act of a small group of teenage 
criminals, became the subject of broad public discussion in the republic; it 
was generally acknowledged to have served an important prophylactic purpose. 


III 


This constitutes a shared victory, just as the incident itself constitutes our 
common misfortune, our common shame and pain, for the thieves stole those kids 
in broad daylight, in front of everyone. 


lt was easy to do, for what kind of thief could fail to steal that which is 
poorly protected and uncared for. They have stolen them before, and unless . 
of us smash their faces in with a "Fist Clenched in Rage” they will steal our 
children again. 


That was not, however, the only thrust of the broadcast; possibly more i. por- 
tant was the fact that WE REMINDED OUR VIEWERS AGAIN OF THE BITTER LESSON: 
THE PAST, THE FACT THAT SOME 20 YEARS AGO ALMOST ALL THE VICES WERE UNLOO: 

AT ONCE, WHEN CONCERN FOR ONE'S OWN WELL BEING AT THE EXPENSE OF ONE'S CON 
SCIENCE BECAME VIRTUALLY THE RULE. 


There was such a proliferation of stealers of state property, and thieves, 
wheeler-dealers, bribe takers, and business men were getting along so comi 
ably that if you yourself were not one of them, people thought you weren't 
normal. 


Public apathy and laxity at that time provided rich soil for crime to grow. 
Moral categories collapsed completely. And all of us know where that led us 


lt took a great deal of toil and time to halt the regression. It took even 
more to resume progress. 
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Now, of course, we have so much to be proud of--not the least the fact that 
honesty is no longer the “profession” of just the few. 


This progress must be cherished and nurtured, lest apathy, laxity, and compla- 
cency cause us to lose in an instant that of which we are so proud now. 


Nor are we exempt from that danger. The incidents cited in this article, 
along with other well known cases, surely attest to that. 


There are a number of disturbing tendencies. For example, THE PUBLIC'S PER- 
MISSIVE ATTITUDE TOWARD THIEVERY AND THIEVES. 


WHEELING AND DEALING, which has still not been done away with. The mushroom- 
like proliferation of juice businesses alone is enough to indicate a trend 

(to what heights of arrogance some businessmen can rise is indicated by the 
recently revealed affairs in Znauri and Signakhi--and all that took place 
after the winemakers’ conference heard the perty's principled and severe warn- 
ing that no one would tolerate such shenanigans). 


THLEVERY AND SQUANDERING OF STATE PROPERTY... 
BRIBERY, CORRUPTION! 
Now let us turn the reader's attention to the subject of thievery. 


Begin with the fact that a new term has appeared in the dictionary, one which 
we hear with increasing frequency--"professional thief." Let us not argue 
over whether there is such a thing as professionalism in that business. It 
would be just as difficult to substantiate that categorical claim as the 
opposing claim would be. 


We muct state with all seriousness that a "thieves’ elite,™ with its own way 
of life, unwritten laws, “omnipotence,” and life of luxury, is leading inexpe- 
rienced teenagers to believe in the false superiority of the thie-es’ tradi- 
tions. 


We must not hide from the fact that some fourteen to fifteen-year-old boys 
have already come to romanticize the "ideal" or “mystique” of thievery... 


...that in teenage circles on* hears the names of particular "real tough" 
thieves mentioned with childish sincerity and respect... 


...that being friends and buddies with thieves is by no means shameful... 
...that the terms thief and good guy have become virtually identical. 


Kids spend their time in the streets, get in trouble, and some youngsters, 
far from being sheepish about it, are even proud. 


LET US NOT TRY TO BLAME THIS ON THE SCHOOL AND HOME ALONE. THERE ARE EVI- 
DENTLY SOME PROCESSES FROM THE PAST WHICH TEN YEARS OF SLEEPLESS NIGHTS 
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ttAVE NOT BEEN ENOUGIHi TO ERADICATE. Whatever the case, we are confronted by 
this trend. 


Are we to tolerate it? Are we struggling everywhere as hard as in Adjaria to 
combat the "thieves'" world effectively? Are we doing our utmost to expose 
and unmask them, to show society that the thief is not an intellectual and 
cultivated "dzhentl'men" but a greedy, grasping parasite, a scoundrel, who 
despite the “legends" will stoop to anything and, as we have seen, will not 
shrink even from bloody criminal violence against helpless people and women 
home alone? 


Are we using every means, every channel to show the true face of these 
wretches, so that honest people will be ashamed of associating with a thief, 
shaking his hand, or sitting next to him at a dinner party? 


In an atmosphere of general revulsion and isolation from society, would any 
of them dare to strut and swagger as they now do? 


As everyone knows, most known thieves hold false disability papers, and many 
of them even receive pensions on that basis! 


How can we tolerate it when the state--that is, the working people--pay tribute 
to such parasites and no-goods? 


Is there any irony and cynicism greater than that? 


Does anyone sincerely believe that the local health and social security organs 
don't know about this? Is it also unknown to certain rayon and city militia 
officials who are so "assiduously" seeking effective ways to eradicate 
thievery? 


Is it so difficult to determine who issued these numerous "free passes" and on 
what grounds? 


Does anyone have any doubt as to whose hard-earned income went into the build- 
ing of their two and three story houses that have been erected in choice 
locations with the approval of official organs led by many of our most 
respected comrades, who sometimes fervently exhort others from the podium 

step up efforts against crime? 


Are we to believe that any of them are hearing this for the first time? A. ! 
is it too difficult to determine who personally permitted this kind of arr 
gant challenge to society and give them what they deserve?! 


Who would dare claim that all those Volgas were acquired by honorable mear 
(incidentally, they wouldn't have any other make), when ordinarily leaders 
production have a hard time acquiring a car through the proper channels? 


Is it so difficult to guess which official of the Motor Vehicle Inspectorate 
or other state office approved so many suspicious deals? 
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THE PEOPLE CAN SEE. 


{t is impossible to review ‘mpassively the minutes of an open Komsomol meeting 
in Kutaisi's Secondary Schvol No 21 which dealt with the subject of "They Have 
Stolen Our Kids." In her speech at the meeting, tenth grader Maia Mzhavia 
inquired with the frankness characteristic of teenagers: "How can you tel. 
young people to be honest when we can see that thieves live better than honest 
people?" The ones we should send to answer the questions of hundreds of 
thousands of working people are precisely those whose bungling has led us to 
this point. 


IV 


We can see that the administrative organs are actively fighting crime, and we 
appreciate it greatly. But the fight against crime in general and thievery in 
particular, we think, still lacks a certain "something" and this “something" 
is a very vital factor. 


The toughening of punishment for thievery was applauded by the people and 
generally a correct move--correct and effective, but nevertheless not decisive, 
for other steps are necessary. 


At the very least, a thief should not live as comfortably in jail or a labor 
colony as in his own home; 


at the very least, he should not be able to conduct his nefarious affairs from 
jail or the work colony; 


for the thief, moreover, as for any other criminal, it is essential and obliga- 
tory to comply with all norms of labor indoctrination, and this should be 
conducted with utmost strictness and without favor. Correctional institutions 
should not serve as thievery refresher courses. 


Thieves should also be deprived of Georgia's mild and resort-like climate when 
serving sentence. They should be sent to places where the climate and the 

punishment are alike in severity and where sympathetic friends, relatives, and 
colleagues can't smuggle goodies to them as in the case of the Rustavi colony. 


[l'f and Petrov said this: "IT IS NOT NECESSARY TO FIGHT FOR CLEANLINESS-- 
WHAT IS NECESSARY IS TO SCOOP THE FILTH OUT!" ALL IDEAS OF GENIUS ARE JUST 
THAT SIMPLE. 


This wisdom is applicable not only to the administrative organs but our whole 
society, because all of us sometimes very quickly forget the painstakingly 
accumulated positive experience in our own arsenal. It is worth recalling, 
perhaps, how the shameful practice of blood feuds--the “Caucasian vendetta," 
was eradicated twelve or thirteen years ago. 


The decisive role at that time was played by the public's commitment, the 
mobilization of public opinion, and the power of that opinion backed up by the 
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law. tt is highly significant that the MVD spearheaded and implemented that 
etliort. 


Recall also a good example from last year, well known to all, of how the 
shocking and shameful cases of kidnapping for ransom were stopped. 


Let us be objective: did the threat of harsher punishment work that effec- 
tively? 


We are duly appreciative of the shrewdness and valor of the personnel of the 
administrative organs in this matter, but we are even more convinced that it 
was our people's boundless and open outrage that put a stop to this evil. 


V 


WE ARE FIRMLY CONVINCED THAT MOBILIZING SOUND PUBLIC OPINION AGAINST THIEVERY 
HOLDS THE MOST PROMISE. 


We do not want to give the impression that we are taking an oversimplified view 
of the problem of wiping out thievery. We are by no means that naive, we are 
well aware that thievery is not an autonomous, separate type of crime--it is 
linked directly, above all, to the squandering and pilferage of state prop- 
erty, graft and corruption, wheeling and dealing, and parasitism. 


But it is the kind of crime which is especially disturbing and galling to the 
working man, and as we combat this evil, just so the rank and file worker 
appreciates the government's fight against all negative phenomena. When the 
working man is fully aware of the republic's everyday practice (in which the 
general will and desires prevail), which at first glance has rendered even 
unresolved problems the exception, he sternly and justly demands protection 
against all manner of crooks. 


"Though the country fall, justice must prevail...." Well, if the country 
fails, who needs justice, but this wise old Roman saying correctly implies 
that obedience to and compliance with the law is everyone's sacred duty, t 
everyone is equal before the law. 


The day is not yet at hand, unfortunately, when our honest working people | 
witness that the law is the same for everyone. 


Realization of this axiomatic principle is stymied primarily, perhaps, by 
fact that not all enforcers, defenders, and implementers of the law have 
“clean hands." This is the question of questions. 


Public opinion is exceedingly objective and eloquent. It perceives and asse:: 
ses everyone's honesty, competence, and dedication. Many officers of the 
administrative organs are not lacking in these qualities, and their efforts a 
appreciated. 
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We can state proudly that this appreciation has been expressed repeatedly in 
our radio and television broadcasts. This year alone we acquainted the commu- 
nity with the dedication of more than 100 brave men who steadfastly and 
truly stand guard over our law-abiding and peaceful life. We also confess 

that we prepare these broadcasts about our friends, comrades, and colleagues 
happily and lovingly, for all of us--whether journalists or servants of law 
and order--are in the service of one cause, that of the people and the country. 


UNFORTUNATELY, PUBLIC OPINION CANNOT CONCEAL ITS SUSPICIONS ABOUT THE HONESTY 
OF SOME PERSONNEL OF THE LAW ENFORCEMENT ORGANS. This is confirmed, perhaps, 
by the fact that sometimes it is extremely difficult to find honest, unim- 
peachable officers for our broadcasts. In some spheres this is a very risky 
business, for example in the State Motor Vehicle Inspectorate. I don't 
imagine that this makes the inspectorate officials’ job any easier. 


Public opinion spares the workers of the lowest links of the administrative 
organs--those of the rayon or city units--least of all. Unfortunately, as 
long as these suspicions persist--and often they are not all that groundless-- 
it will be difficult to carry out a practical, timely, and ultimately effec- 
tive policy of eradication of crime, for where graft exists, as V. I. Lenin 
pointed out, no policy exists. 


VI 


The prime and chief task of the day, therefore, is to ensure that the admini- 
strative organ officers’ honest, dedicated work, backed up by the public, 
leads to final and full restoration of trust in them and that our people are 
FIRMLY CONVINCED THAT OFFICERS OF THE COURTS, THE PROKURATURA AND THE MILITIA 
ARE PURE AS CRYSTAL! 


We are especially concerned about our militia's authority. This specific 
concern is not based on anything particular except the fact that the militia 
needs to regain and restore the trust that has been shaken by some traitors 
who have violated their oath--if only because TEN YEARS AGO THE MV) HAD A 
NAME THAT WAS SYNONYMOUS W!.°7H HONESTY, PRINCIPLE, AND STEADFASTNESS. THE 
PEOPLE BELIEVED IN THE MILITIA‘S AUTHORITY AND DEPENDED ON IT IN THE STRUGGLE 
FOR LAW AND ORDER. In the biography of many, this trust has played a crucial 
role; for this reason we cannot easily tolerate any retreat from this good 
position. It is astonishing and extremely regrettable sometimes how easily 
and in how short a time one can lose that which took many years of dedication 
and toil to gain. 


But the people's demand for protection against all manner of criminals does 
not apply to the militia alone, just as the people's outrage is not directed 
at the thief alone. This outrage is also directed against anyone who picks 
the state's pocket while "serving" the state as either "protector" or robber 
(these two concepts, incidentally, are sometimes difficult to distinguish). 


They are all of the same mentality, whether building a mansion in Kareli or a 
factory in Sagaredzho; and it is immaterial what seat [kreslo] they occupy, 
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that of an ordinary technologist whose “pranks" result in people being pois- 
oned in Belgorod, or that of the finance minister who stooped to actions which 
a petty swindler would be ashamed of. Also no different from a common thief 

is the former deputy construction minister who served as a graft middle man, 
nor that filthy secretary of a prestigious commission who did his crooked deeds 
concealed behind a correct and worthy idea and the authority of a public com- 
mission. 


A THIEF IS A THIEF! 


We ought to support the wise and patriotic proposal submitted by the director 
of Tbilisi's Pioneers Palace to the effect that any mansion built by thieves 
and scoundrels with money stolen from the state and honest working people 
should be turned over to the little ones. We could open up enough children's 
institutions to make up our deficiency in one stroke. 


Now that would be revolutionary justice. 


That would be the realest kind of prevention, for the poor quality of which 
the party's Central Committee regularly blames everyone, including the admini- 
strative organs and the journalists. 


Although the vigorous publicistics of our radio and television are based 
entirely on faith and the class spirit, we must confess that broadcasts are 
also prepared with journalistic trickiness and riskiness (sometimes to the 
annoyance of some folks) because we don't want to be the target of these 
eminently just reproaches. 


Yet, answers are regularly demanded of us and will undoubtedly continue ic be. 


This is guaranteed by the GCP Central Committee's principled course and 
uncompromising position--accompanied, to be sure, by a remarkable compassion 
toward cadres, great tact, human charity, and collegiality. But when it is a 
matter of the country's, the party's, and the people's basic values, when 
matters of trust and honesty are under question, there is no choice. 


That is the truth. 


VII

PERSONAL EXAMPLE WHICH DETERMINES WHETHER THERE IS EXEMPLARY STATE ORDER IN 
GEORGIA, WHETHER OUR STAUNCH PEOPLE CAN LIVE AND WORK IN CONFIDENCE, WHETH} 
THE HIGHEST MORAL PRINCIPLE WILL PREVAIL IN OUR LIFE! 


The purity of the struggle which requires the fervent hearts and clean hands 
of all of us depends on us and us alone. 
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F. Dzerzhinskiy’s well known statement about "clean hands" does not apply to 
chekists alone. "The procurator is the eyes of the state"--this figurative 
expression by Peter the Great also applies to others. The “crooked eye" can- 
not perceive how the “pitiful gift" is undermining the principles built with 
the blood of our forefathers and the mortar of trust. 

You cannot protect the working man's rough, strong "clean hands," which are 
building and creating this country, with “white hands" tired from counting 
money. 


THE IMMORAL MAN SHOULD NOT PREACH MORALS. 
It is a matter of principle. 


When a crime is committed in a rayon, city, department, plant, institute, or 
kolkhoz, no rumors, gossip, or suspicions should besmirch the name of any 
head man. 


We must not allow the philistine (or anyone else) to indulge in gossip like 
"let's see what the investigation reveals, what turns up, who admits what and 
what he says." 


We firmly believe that the people are fully capable of distinguishing the 
honest from the crooked. Unsubstantiated rumors are out of place, no matter 
what they are about or who is spreading them. 


A leader, an official, must be so pure, so spotless that even the most venom- 
ous tongue, the most malicious man cannot besmirch the name of the true 
fighter, the true leader and standard-bearer; the exposure of crime, cutting 
the wings of and putting an end to criminality, must be synonymous with the 
leader's merit and initiative, his steadfastness, high principles, dedication, 
and uncorruptibility. 


WE HAVE A BRIGHT EXAMPLE OF HOW THE STRUGGLE FOR JUSTICE AND PURITY, MORALITY 
AND OBJECTIVITY, DEPENDS ON THE GOOD NAME OF A LEADER, EVEN DURING THAT 
PERIOD OF CRISIS OF AUTHORITY AND THE BREAKDOWN OF MORAL STANDARDS. 


During that dark time, the only ones who retained the people's affection and 
love, who maintained their good name and consolidated their authority, were 
those who fought honestly, boldly, uncompromisingly, and with high principles 
against the prevailing depravities, against all manifestations of “communist 
arrogance.” 


Thus it is in all periods. 


Sometimes such a position is taken to be one of risk and dedication. This is 
partly true, of course, but THE BASIC AND FUNDAMENTAL THING, NEVERTHELESS, IS 
THE PERSON'S, THE PARTY MEMBER'S LIFE AND WORK STYLE, HIS CHARACTER, HIS 
STEADY PURPOSE, HIS ONCE AND FOREVER FULLY FORMED POLITICAL CREDO. 
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These principles, this credo, launched the big campaign in October 1972. 
These principles, this credo, are restoring our own dear Georgia's good name. 


These principles, this credo, govern the life of today's generation of Geor-

LABOR SHORTAGE PROBLEMS ON LATVIAN KOLKHOZES

[frext] “The most important task of the party, soviet, 
economic, and trade-union organs is to consistently inm- 
plement measures regarding the social development of 

the rural areas.... We must increase in all ways the 
vrestize of working in agriculture." (USSR Food Program 
for the Period to 1990). 


Weddines have not been very frequent lately on the Skaysta Kolkhoz. Chairman P. 
¥Yoroshevskiy says that the farm, in his expression, has a “bride shortage.” Girls 
are leaving the village because up to now nobody has offered them any great choice 
of occupations. For the female school graduate there is most often only one road 
--to the farms. And what is on the farm? Working conditions there in many instan- 
ces are far from present-day requirements. 


No weddings--that means no new families, and no children are born. On the kolkhoz 
these days the birth of a child is always a great event. The administration has 
decided to ceremoniously mark the appearance of each baby with a mandatory publi- 
cation of congratulations to the parents in the rayon newspaper. They are also 
concerned about new families on other kolkhozes. 


But what about the present-day situation? On a number of farms there is nobody to 
replace those workers who are retiring on pensions. Often, indeed, the farm mana- 
eers are bothered by the question: “Who is going to milk the cows today?” 


It was precisely this question which was bothering the chief livestock technician, 
Yadviea Petrovna Prikne, on the Oshupe Kolkhoz, who was compiling the rayon-level 
summary of data on milk production when we arrived at this farm. It turned out 
that there was no one to milk a group of cows on the Neykshany farmstead. The 
milkmaid had fallen ill, and this farmstead had long been lacking a substitute to 
look after the animals in such cases. And so it is necessary to summon people 
from the brigade, and every time it gets harder and harder to find willing hands. 


The shortage of people greatly complicates work in the livestock-raising sector. 
As soon as this or that farm succeeds in recruiting conscientious people, matters 
on the farmsteads immediately improve. And, in contrast, if the cows begin to pass 
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from hand to hand, the milk yields are sharply reduced. It is a difficult situation 
now with versonnel, and no easing is expected in the immediate future. 


™he averare age of livestock-raisers today on this same Oshupe Kolkhoz is approach- 
ine 50 years. Who will replace the people retiring on pensions? The farm managers 
still do not have an answer to this question. In order to attract young people to 
farms, it is necessary to have housing and good working conditions. The kolkhoz 
eannot provide either one of these two things, although RAPO [Rayon Architectural 
and Planning Department/ did render some aid to the farm. Recently several well- 
laid-out apartments were settled on the kolkhoz. A new farmstead is being built. 
These measures, however, have come about somewhat late, and it is difficult to 
achieve a sharp turnabout. 


To de sure, the personnel problem is not so acute on all farms, but, in general, 
there is a shortage of people almost everywhere. How should such a situation be 
eliminated? 


Let me cite the example of the Taysniba Kolkhoz, headed up by 0. Stavro. Here they 
entered upon the path of quite an extensive housing construction, and now all the 
farmsteads have permanent and temporary livestock-raisers. It must not be forgot- 
ten, however, that many of these people came to Taysniba from neighboring farms, 
having left their farmsteads there. They were attracted by the well-laid-out, 
single-family houses and by the proximity to the city. 


Of course, far from all those desirous of such places have been accepted. Befor> 
turning over the keys to a spacious cottage, the farm's representatives clarified 
the nractical qualities o* the person being invited. They have chosen the best 
peonle, and hence things on the farm are going quite well. But what about the 
neighbors? You know, for them the departure of every person substantially affects 
work results. 


Put it must be said that even on the Taysniba Kolkhoz there are too few young pe- 
sons on the farmsteads. While it offers good-quality apartments, the kolkhoz dor 
not vresent people with gnod working conditions. The farmsteads here are prim- 
rily oid. Such is the situation on a good half of the farms. A considerable rur- 
ber of the rooms need repairs. The farmsteads of yesterday do not attract ~ec».e 
today. Only less than one-tenth of the livestock-raisers are people under § ~ 
nersons of pre-pension age, who will retire during this five-year plan, are 

than three times creater in number. 


Let me cite another solution to this important problem. One is attracted, fce~ 
ample, vy the experience of the Shkyanune Sovkhoz. Here, together with a pi 

ine complex, they have built a settlement with all the conditions for life, r 

and recreation. And young people gladly responded to the call to go into liv: 
stock raising. Good results in feeding pigs have been achieved by the oneratc: 
Yikhail Futsenko, Serrey Podoha, and others. But the trouble is that the exam 

of the Shkyaune Sovkhoz is not the rule but the exception. On many farms prefr- 
rence is given to building production facilities. On the Sauleskalns Sovkhoz 1 
dairy complex for 680 cows was put into operation. Several girl graduates of s: 
condary schools agreed to become operators on it. But the sovkhoz could not even 


provide them with a dormitory. The complex exists, but there are no young people 
on it. 
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he material-technical base for livestock raising in the rayon is weak. In order 
for the sector to operate reliably, it is necessary to build production facilities 
as well as those designed for cultural and everyday purposes. However, only the 
inter-kolkhoz construction organization has coped with assimilating the funds which 
have been allocated. The sub-divisions of the Daugavpils Ceneral Construction 
Trust and Daugavagesstroy are greatly indebted to the farms. Over a period of se- 
ven months they have assimilated 290,000 rubles (of which 241,000 have been assimi- 
lated by the general construction trust) out of a total released of 1,376,800 ru- 
bles. Yidden behind these ficures of unassimilated investments are unbuilt apart- 
ment houses, warehouses, grain dryers, and engineering systems. All this has an 
extremely serious affect on the work results of the livestock raisers. 


The svecialists and farm managers are actively seeking out ways which would allow 
the personnel shortage to be eliminated. For this purpose, groups of cows are be- 
ine consolidated, and two-time milking is being introduced everywhere. But the re- 
sults of such measures are short-term in nature. They do not permanently satisfy 
the qualitative make-up of livestock-raisers, and it is difficult to manage with 
temporary milkmaids. The situation is particularly complicated on the Sivers, Is- 
kra, and “ravery Sovkhozes, as well as on the Oshupe and Put’ Lenina Kolkhozes. 


To be sure, there is also in the rayon experience which shows that the personnel 
shortage in livestock raising can be eliminated even without large expenditures of 
funds. On the Andrupene Sovkhoz they have achieved high labor productivity among 
the milkmaids by means of modernizing the farmsteads. In the renovated areas a 
full set of machinery has been installed, which facilitates the work. The rebuilt 
farmsteads hardly differ from complexes. Every female worker here handles 50, and 
sometimes even 75, cows. And it has become easier to work with people. 


Yodernizing the tarmsteads is much less expensive than building new ones. There- 
fore, the rayon's specialists advocate renovating areas somewhat more rapidly in 
order to create better working conditions for people. But the question of build- 
ing materials comes up. Very small amounts of them have been allocated even for 
premarine the farmsteads for winter, not to speak of modernization. Cement, 
bricks, and slate are released in very meager quantities. Under such conditions it 
is difficult to renovate farmsteads and so also to attract personnel and achieve an 
increase in production output. 


Much has been svoken and thought about the personnel shortage in the rayon. The 
managers and specialists at farms where the personnel situations are particularly 
bad have often been summoned with accounts in various instances, and attempts have 
been made to assist in repairing farmsteads, as well as to reinforce the stronger 
patronage organizations. However, they have not succeeded in completely eliminat- 
ing the problem. On the day of our arrival the specialists of the Oshupe Kolkhoz 
had also received a summons to appear at the rayon. On this score we heard the 
following from them: “this is not the first time for us. It is easier to render 
accounts than to find people who will work enthusiastically on the farmsteads.” 


Bitter words. And, obviously, it will be our lot to hear them until such time as 

the rayon adopts a comprehensive approach, as provided for by the May (1982) Plenum 
of the CPSU CC, to the matter of attracting people into livestock raising. This is 
the key problem, and only after solving it will the rayon be able to ensure cenuine 
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effectiveness of arricultural production and to increase its own contribution to the 
Food Program. The rayon’s workers need more effective aid on the part of all the 


organizations which are called upon to concern themselves with the development of 
agricultural production.

AGRICULTURAL ADMINISTRATIVE PERSONNEL TO WORK ON KOLKHOZES

/text/ During the post-war years in the republic more than 85,000 agricultural 
snecialists have been trained, including 20,000 with a higher education. At the 
present time diplomas are obtained every year by about 6,500 specialists, of which 
approximately 1,200 are for a higher education. The principal portion of them 
work directly in production. Thus, on the average, more than 33 specialists come 
to one farm. 


Nevertheless, the vrovision of rural areas with specialists and good-quality staffs 
of management personnel for their kolkhozes and sovkhozes has not yet met the re- 
quired standards laid down by the May (1962) Plenum of the CPSU CC. In certain ra- 
yons there are many ordinary workers among the farm managers and middle-level per- 
sonnel. In many rayons there are too few managers and principal farm specialists 
with a higher agricultural education. Not all agricultural personnel are coping 
with the duties entrusted to them. 


Such a situation has taken shape as a result of the fact that many highly qualified 
specialists are employed in the administrative apparatus, in organizations servic- 
ine agriculture, and in other sectors of the national economy. For example, the 
Toravskiy Production Association “Azot” has about 300 specialists who have gradu- 
ated “rom higher and secondary special educational institutions, whereas on the 
“arms of this rayon there are not enourh specialists. Nor is the state of affairs 
any better in Mazheykskiy Rayon. Various industrial enterprises and municipal or- 
ranizations employ 279 agricultural specialists, whereas the provision of special- 
ists for kolkhozes and sovkhozes comprises 82 percent here. About 70 agricultural 
snecialists are employed at entervrises in the Birzhayskiy Rayon, 46 of which are 
rank-and-file workers, while the rayon‘s farms have a 25-percent rate of job vacan- 
cles; these are supposed to be filled by specialists. 


The party, soviet, and economic organs of many rayons are adopting measures stimu- 
latine the transition of agricultural specialists from administrative organs and 
ormanizations servicine agriculture and enterprises to practical work on kolkhozes, 
sovkhozes, and goskhozes. Quite a few management versonnel and agricultural spe- 
cialists have moved from management organs and rayon-level organizations to prac- 
‘ical work on kolkhozes and sovkhozes in the Ukmeraskiy, Prenayskiy, Klaypedskiy, 
Rokishkskiy, Ionishkskiy, Utenskiy, Alitusskiy, and several other rayons. 
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“any manarement employees and agricultural specialists who have made the ‘ransi- 
tion, In due course, to practical work on kolkhozes and sovkhozes have given a 
good account of themselves on the job and are working productively. In 190, for 
example, one of the economically weak kolkhozes, Lenino kyalyu, was assigned a 

new manarer, Yu. Zabelskas, who had been profitably employed for several years as 
the chief livestock expert of the rayispolkom's agricultural administration. Under 
his direction this farm is achieving increasingly better production-economical re- 
sults each passing year. The lagging Bagaslavishkis Kolkhoz was relatively recent- 
ly taken charge of by Yu. Ivashkyavichyus, who up to that point had been working 
as the chairman of the rayon committee of the agricultural workers’ trade union. 
Positive changes in many spheres of agricultural activity have already been ob- 
served now on this farm. The Aushra Kolkhoz, Ukmergskiy Rayon, is now being di- 
rected by V. Sorokinas, who had previously been employed as chief of the Ukmerr- 
skiy branch of the livestock-breeding enterprises. During his brief time already 
on the farm there has been a notable improvement in the field crops and in live- 
stock raising. The Kolkhoz imeni Yu. Yanonis, Klaypedskiy Rayon, has been taken 
charze of by the former chief of the party raykom department, S. Skuodas. During 
the veriod of his work on this farm notable, positive changes have already taken 
>lace both in production and in the area of savings. A good account of himself in 
~ractical work on the Lenino Fyalyu Kolkhoz, Tel'shyayskiy Rayon, has been given 
by chief mechanical engineer A. Lukoshyus, who moved to this farm from the Tel’- 
shyayskaya Inter-FKolkhoz Construction Organization. 


These examples testify to the fact that the measures to draw into production hi-ehly 
qualified specialists who have been working in the administrative apparatus have 
fully justified themselves.

‘esearch on the study of the history of the Great October Socialist Revolution, 
the history of constructing socialism and communism, the general laws of the 
historical development of society, and the replacement of social and economic 
formations in Kirghizia, is being successfully performed. 


[he preparation and publication of “Istorii Kirgizskoy SSR" [The History of the 
Kirghiz SSR], whose third edition (1968) earned the Kirghiz SSR state prize 
in the area of science and techrology, was a very great achievement. The history 








of the republic from very ancient times to today was revealed in this basic 
work from the positions of a Marxist-Leninist methodology using a great deal 
of factual material. 


Valuable material has been obtained as the result of archeolegical and ethno- 
graphic expeditions. They are revealing ever newer pages in the very ancient 
history and distinctive features of the culture and way of life of the Kirghiz 
people. A book archeological expedition which has collected more than 500 
manuscripts and books printed before the 18th century in easterm languages, 
has been operating since 1976. This is an important source of materials on 
the history of Kirghizstan during the Middle Ages and during recent times.

One of the leading avenues of research is the study of social and economic 
problem in the mobility, reproduction and use of labor resources and in ih< 
natural reproduction and migration of the population. 


Regional problems connected with improving the effectiveness of public pro- 
duction are being researched, and the general laws of socialist reproduction 
the trends in the development of the main production ratios, the correlation 
of the main parts of the total public product, and the methods for evaluating 
the effectiveness of reproduction on a republic scale are being revealed.
